FAVORITE SON BAIT TO BE PUT SUT 


Grover Is the Adminis'ration’s Candidate 
and He Is Working His Cabinet 
To Help His Own Caussa. 


Washington, July 4.—(Special.)+The Star 
this afterroon in its political gossip says: 

“The opinion is being quietly expressed 
by a good many democrats that Senator 
Gorman will come out strong as a candi- 
date for the presidency before the next 
derccratic national convention, ‘rne 
statement is ventured,with a few significant 
nods, that the situation, is more favorabie 
to his candidacy than ever pefore. It is 
said that he holds this opinion himself, 
and that he is keeping very quiet so as not 
to flush the game too éarly. 

“On the theory that Mr. Cleveland is him- 
self a candidate the situation’ may have 
seme significance if viewed in the light 
of thé last two democratic national con- 
yentions. Before both those conventions, 
but most conspicuously before the meeting 
of the last, there was a similar silence as 
to candidates almost up to the time of the 
meeting. There was practically no 
attempt on the part> of the opponents 
of Mr, Cleveland to agree upon 
any one to make the fi¢cht in convention, 
and by the time the contest began the 
Cleveland forces were so strong and well 
drilled that nothing could prevail against 


them. 
“There is no need now that the administra- 


-tion candidate should appear. Mr. Cleve- 


land stands for him, whoever he may be, 
and the longer his identity is in 
doubt the better. -Thdat Mr. Cleve- 
laad will be the candidate of his people is 
the most probable thing. The talk of Car- 
lisle, Whitney and Olney as administration 
candidates is not generally regarded as 
of serious consequence for several reasons. 
The prospects of a break in the conven- 
tion and the failure of any one to get the 
necessary two-thirds for nomination are 
more pronounced at this time than are the 
chances of any oné now in mind to carry 
oit the prize. 

“It is very generally regarded as possibi¢ 
that the democratic convention will nomi- 
nate two sets of candidates. Divided as 
the party is-en the silver question, it looks 
at*this distante as ff it might be*impossi- 
ble for either faction to get two-thirds of 
the convention, and it is doubtful which 
will have a majority of the delegates, 
though it fs generally believed that the sil- 
ver people will have this majority. 

“The suggestion is made that embarrassed 
by the two-thirds rule the administration 
people, in order to capture the southern del- 
egates, will make the bold move of offering 
the presidential nomination to the south 

The real significance of the above is this: 
The Cleveland men who are disclaiming the 
purpose of their chief to be a candidate for 
a third time at any risk of its consequences 
to the party, are earnestly putting forth ru- 
mors of his political legatee in all directions. 
In this way they ean dragnet the country 
with “favorite son’? bait, but when the 
final haul comes all the fish that are caught 
will be dumped into the Cleveland seine.

EXCESS OF EXPENDITURES 


Over Receipts 1& the Month—Some 


Treasury Figuring. 

Washington, July 4.—The treasury fig’ 
ures for the next week or so will stow a 
large excess of expenditures over receipts 
and treasury experts figure that for the 
month the balance on the. wrong side of 
the ledger will aggregate from $12,000,000 to 
$13,000,000. The excess at the beginning of 
this month, which will show in the daily 
Statement tomorrow, is caused by the fact 
that most of the large payments are made 
during the first few days. For instance in- 
terest checks for $7,500,000 issued ni Rae the 
last days of June, very few of which, com- 
paratively, have yet been presented for pay- 
ment, have to be met and these will be pre- 
sented within the next few days. ‘Most of the 
Quarter’s pension money, which wiH reach 
$13,000,000, is usually paid out during the 
first week or ten days of the month. These 
two items alone will aggregate more than 
$20,000,000 and it will not be surprising if by 
the 15th or 20th of the month the treasury 
Statement should show expenditures to ex- 
ceed receipts by $17,000;000 or $18,000,000. This 
excess deficit will probably be cut down 
during the iast part of July to $12,000,000 
Or $13,000,000. : ‘

Horr. A brisk wind was blowing from the 
south, and almost as soon as the small local 
fire dep..rtment was ready to begin work, a 
dozen buildings were abiaze, In thirty min- 
utes the tire had attacked sixteen buildings 
and the fire progressed practically uncheck- 
ed. Telegrams were gent to Cleveiarid, 
Oberlin, Lorain and other places asking for 
assistance. At 10 o’clock an engine and 
hose cart arrived from Cleveland, but up to 
midnight no response had been received 
from the other towns, The Cleveland fire 
fighters began work in a practical way but 
the fire had assumed such proportions that 
the force contending against it was totally 
inadequate. Rumors. of three of four {fa- 


talities are current, but are not yet con- | 


firmed. Already $150,000 worth of property 
has been destroyed and the fire is maktng 
rapid headway. 

4°30 a. m.—The fire is believed to be at a 
standstill and practically under control. The 
entire business portion of the town and 
many residences have been destroyed. 


ACCIDENT ON THE WABASH.

An Engineer and a Fireman Badly 
Injured. 

Decatur, Ill, July 4.—Wabash trafn No. 
41, which left here at 9:07 o clock for the 
west last night one hour late, met with an 
accident at Niantic, twenty miles west of 
here, by which two train men were fatally 
injured and a numberof passengers had a 
narrow escape from death. A light engine 
following crashed into the rear sleeper, 
jamming it into the chair car. The light 
engine, No. 131, was in charge of Engineer 
Higgins and Fireman Smith. Just as the 
passenger train was leaving Niantic, about 
100 yards or more from the platform, the 
light engine ran into the rear Sieeper and 
buried itself up to and past the steam 
Engineer Higgins and Fireman 
Smith were just starting to jump when 
the collision occurred. They were not in 
time and were pinned by a large mass of 
falling coal to the boiler head, perfectly 
helpless, being afterwards released by those 
who came to their assistance. The engi- 
neer has several ribs broken and is in- 
jured internally. ‘Ihe fireman. is also cut 
across the left side of the forehead -and 
about the ear and his skull is fractured. 
Both are badiy hurt and at 1 o’eiwck this 
morning physicians were very aoubtful 
about their recovery. It is almost miracu- 
lous that not one of the passengers was se- 
riously hurt. ‘ .

BURGLARS BSCAPB. 


Three Desperate Prisoners Hold Up the 
Keepers at Ladiow. — 


KEYS SNATCHED AND DOORS OPENED 


A Crowd Collects and Watches the 
Break for Liberty. 


POLICE GIVE CHASE BUT ARE OUTRUN 


One Sprinter Closes Up on Charies Allen, 
but Suddenly Concludes To Give 
Up the Pursuit. 


New York, July 4,—Three desperate post- 
office burglars, Joseph Killoran, Charles Al- 
len and Harry Russell, prisoners of the 
United Stafes government, held up Keepers 
Edward A. Schneer and Charles. Schoen, 
at the muzzle of three shining revolvers, in 
Ludlow street jail, seized the keys that 
opened the three doors between them and 
liberty and made good their escape. All 
this occurred in broad daylight, just at 8 
o’clock this morning. The streets were 
crowded, as they always are in thag 
neighborhood, and a crowd of 1,000 Hebrews 
chased the escaping prisoners down Lud- 
low street to Broome, where the men sepa- 
rated and were soon lost in the most 
crowded section of the streets of New 
York. 

The story of the escape of these men was 
told by Schoen and’ Schneer, as well fs by 
a civil prisoner who happened in the office 
at the time and was too excited to make 
even -an outcry. 

“Il had just entered the jail,” said 
Schneer, “to relieve Schoen, who was the 
night Keeper. The three prisoners took 
their exercise in the inner court of the jail 
between the hours of 8 and 9 o’clock every 
morning. They are sent back to their cells 
when the other prisoners take exercise 
between 9 and 10 o’clock. Just as I entered 
the door the three prisoners pulled out 
their revolvers and covered Schoen and 
myself. They are big men dnd very fierce 
looking. } 

“Hold up your hands!’ they shouted, ‘or 
we'll blow your Dutch heads off!’ At the 
same time they yanked the bunch of keys 
to the three outer doors out of my Hands. 
{ was frightened badly as I looked into the 
barrels of three loaded revolvers, but I 
shouted as loudly as 1 could. Allen started 
to unlock the door leading from the hall 
where the hold-up took place, while his 
comrades still faced us with their revoly- 
A crowd, however, began to gather in 
Ludlow street, as they heard the unusual 
noise in the jail, and Allen could not open 
He then, with an 
Oath, smagbhed the big plate glass and 
reached through and oper the latch. 
This let him into the office, with _ three 
heavily barred doors between him and lib- 
erty. We Kept on shouting afl the time, 
as the three desperadoes rattled the big 
keys in the heavy doors. As they opened 
the doors they locked them behind them, 
leaving us powerless to follow in pursuit, 
The outer of the three doors was iert open, 
and they left the bunch of keys in the 
‘lock, as they had no time to do anything 
else. The crowd had reached great propor- 
tions by this time. -A number Of police- 
men cagne running up and the prisoners 
had t¢é make Ifvely tracks up Ludlow 
Street, the crowd and the pelice right on 
their heels. At Broome street, one block 
north of the Ludlow street door frofh which? 
they escaped, the men Separated, Russell 
keeping on, Allen going east on Broome 
Street and Killoran taking the westerly 
direction. : 

“At Broome and Clinton streets a young 
man, Louis B. Ostran, was fast catching 
up with Alien when the fugitive turned 
upon his pursuer., 

‘Now sneak, or I'll put an airhole 
through your heart,’ he said. 

““Ostran then gave up the chase and Alien 
Was soon lost in the crowd.”’ 

Sheritt Tamsen’s warden, Henry F., 
Raabe, was greatly annoyed when he was 
asked about the escape. 

“It was all because l lay down and took 
nap after giving the keys to, the keeper 
this morhing,” he said snappis i. ee. 2 
havemmotitied Undersheriff Harry Sherman 
by telegraph, that’s all. I have sent no 
word to the United States authorities.” 

‘“‘Have you any idea how the men secured 
their revolvers?” was asked. 

‘No, I haven’t,” he replied. 

“They were known to be desperate char- 
acters and i suppose you had them search- 
ed every day?’ 

“Oh, ‘yes. That is, they were searched’ 
last when they were setit down.to the post- 
office building on Friday for examination.” 

“Have you any idea when they secured 
the pistols?’ 

“No, I haven’t.- No one has visited them 
since that day, as far as I know.” 

The men were dressed in citizens’ clothes 
When they escaped. They , are famous 
criminais and since ene of Tamsen’s Inen 
Shaved them in the prison they have had 
the appe*rance of ordinary citizens. The 
prisoners -were regarded by the United 
States secret service men as most impor- 
tant capturés when they were arrested on 
Amsterdam avenue on the ist of last June. 
Their bail had been fixed at $10,000 and 
they were to have come up for another ex- 
amination on Tuesday next. The police 
have sent out a genera! alarm. ,

LYNCHED HER LOVER. 


Bessie Harris Tells a Sensational 
Story in Court. 

San Antonio, Tex., July 4.—The body of 
Albert Blackman, a well-to-do young man, 
was found near Logarto, Live Oak county, 
a week ago. Around his neck was a rope 
and it was evident th&t he had been hanged 
to the limb of a tree under which the body 
lay. He had last been seen alive in the 
company of Bessie Harris, the daughter of 
a farmer of that locality. 

At the coroner’s inquest Bessie testified 
that Blackman committed suicide by hang- 
ing, and that she witnessed th deed, and 
after he was dead, she cut his body down. 
Suspicion was aroused and warrants were 
issued for.the arrest of the Harris girl | 
and her father and mother. 

The preliminary examination of the pris- 
oners has just been held and through the 
confessfon of Bessie Harris on the witness 
stand, the full details of the crime came 
out. She said that Biackman had been 
courting her for some time against the 
wishes of her parents, and that the latter, 
through their talk, caused her to become 
insanely jealous of the young man, Her 
father finally arranged with her to help 
put Blackman out of the way. On the 
night of the killing she met Blackman and 
they went for a walk. She detained her 
lover in a lonely place until her father 
arrived with a rope, and they then told 
Biackman that they were going to hang 
him. The girl states that Blackman did 
not offer any resistance 


Them, at the command of her father, Black- | 
man climbed a tree and swung himself off. 
“He “died very easily,” concluded the girl. 
“After he was quiet, I cut the rope and 
let his body down to the ground.” 

The girl and her parents are held charged 
with murder. 


“RAILROAD BILL” AGAIN. 


This Time He Kills a Sherif Whe 
Was Pursuing Him. 
Pensacola, Fla., July 4.—The early train 
from Fiqmaton this morning brought the 
news to this city of the fatal shooting of 
Sherif® Ed McMillan, of Escanbia county, 
Alabama, by the notorious negro desper- 
ado, “Railroad Bill,’’ about 10 o'clock last 
night at Bluff Springs, in this county, 
thirty-stven miles north of Pensacola, on 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad., The % 
outlaw had been seen at Molino on Sunday 
and Tuesday and was known to go in the 
direction of Bluff Springs. Sheriff Mc-- 
Millan, who resides at Brewton, Ala., came 
down to Bluff Springs last night with a 
de . A negro said he could show them 
e ay Bill.” They started down the 
railroad track when a shot from the bush- 
es’ entered the sheriff's body, just under 
the shoulder blade, causing a mortal 

wound. ‘ 

Ju A. M. McMillan, of Pine Barren, 
a bre@ther.of the*wounded amn, was sent 
for and, upon his arrival at the Springs, 
started with him for his home in Brewton, 
but the wounded man died before reach- 
ing home. 

Sheriff George Smith, of this county, 
upon getting’ the news, left for Bluff 
Springs about 10 o’clock this morning with 
fifteen deputies to run down the murderer, 
and at a late hour tonight it was thought 
they were on a hot trail. Bluff Springs 
is the original starting’point of Bill’s out- 
lawry and his operations have been con- 
fined principally between that village and 
Bay Minette, Ala. batts, 

A deputy sheriff came in on the 7 o’clock 
train. tonight with Peter Robuck, Albert 
Williams, Henry Washington, Sallie Ran- 
kin, Mary Johnson, Lizzie Payne and Mol- 
lie Jackson, all negroes, charged with har- 
boring and protecting Bill. They were all 
lodged in the county jail. The negro that 
was. with Sheriff McMillan at the time of 
the shooting is held by the citizens of 
Bluff Springs. They suspect that he led 
the sheriff into the ambush and if any 
proof is had he will need no trial. A large 
reward is offered for Bill, dead or alive. 


SHOT IN THE HEAD. 


A Coufctiman of Philadelphia’s Kill- 
| ed at a Celebration. 
Philadelphia, July 4.—Charles J. Kinsler, 
a member of the city courcil, was snot, 
shortly after midnight last night, at Moy- 
amensing: avenne and Christian street, The 
shooting is believed to have been accident- 
al. There was a celebration of the opening 
of Independence Day at the rooms of a 
social club, and one of the events 
was the raising of a flag over the 
clubhouse. As the flag was raised on the 
pole there was a fusilade of revolvers and 
myriads of fireworks were set off. Mr. 
Kinsler was in front of the clubhouse, and 
while the shooting was fn progress he fell ; 
to the sidewalk with a ‘bullet wound in 
the head. ‘He was hastily removed to ‘the 
Penrsyivania hospital, where he died early 
th ing. it is not known who fired 
3 the al shot, but a man named: James} 
Leonard was arrested ‘on suspicion, and 
was this morning committed to await the 
action of the coroner. oy 
Kinsler was a saloon keeper, and was 
very popular in the locality, he having been 
elected to the common council last April 
on the republican ticket, though the ward, 
is democratic. 


THE CONSTABLE WILL DIE. 


Hatcher Went To Arrest a Negro 
and Was Shot. 

Knoxville, Tenn., July 4.—(Special.)—Mea- 
ger deails of a serious shooting affray have 
just reached Knoxville from the twelfth 
civil district of Knox county. Constable 
William Hatcher, armed with a warrant 
and pistol, went this afternoon tc arrest a 
negro named Scott, charged with cutting 
another negro, Scott heard that the officer 
was com-ng, armed himself with @ shotgun 
and when the officer came up to his door 
fired the charge of small buckshot directly 
in the officer’s face. When Hatcher stag- 
gered back the negro rushed vut, took the 
officer’s revolver and then stabbed him. 
Hatcher being a popular man of splendid 
reputation excitement runs high. Sheriff 
Groner and bloodhounds have left for the 
scene. The officer will die. 


DRAGGED FROM THE PULPIT. 

A Negro Preacher Lynched in Florf- 

da Yesterday Mornfng. 

. Lake City, Fla., July 4.—At Hope Henry 
ejlored church, about five miles southwest 
of Lake City and near the :ine of the Fort 
White and Lake City branchh of the Sa- 
vannah, Florida and Western railroad, Rob- 
ert Bennett, a young colored preacher, was 
dragged from the pulpit and lynched by a 
party of men between.3 and 5 o'clock this 
morning. 

A revival had been going on at the church 
and.-when services closed a mourner was at 
the bench in a trance. The preacher and all 
others remained to watch the man. All 
went to sleep and at 4 o’clock t}ie lynchers 
entered and dragged Bennett from the pul- 
pit ‘and out of the church. They carried the 
negro about a mile arid shot him to death. 

Bennett had been working in Suwanee 
county for Mr. Bryant Padgett and was ac- 
cused of attempting to assault the latter’s 
daughter. It is said the lynchers came from 
Suwanee courty. 


MURDERED FOR HIS MONEY 


And Hés Body Hidden—Signs of «a 
Struggle. 

Omaha, Neb., July 4—John Seljan was 
murdered in his room last night. The body 
was spirited away and up to 10 o’clock last 
night a thorough search had failed to re- 
veal is. The room shows unmistakable signs 
of a desperate life and death struggie. The 
bed is covered with blood. The walls, cas- 
ings and door knobs are bespattered. 5Sel- 
jan was last seen at 2:30 o’clock, when he 
displayed a roll of bills amounting fo $200. 
He had just received $1,000, it is said, from 
friends in Poland. The keeper of the house, 
his wife and three tenants have been ar- 
rested. One of the keeper's sleeves was said 
to be soaked with blood. - 


KILLED HIS WIFE AND CHILD 


And Then Cut His Own Throat—A 
: Missouri Tragedy. 
Chiiteothe, _Mo., July 4.—Augustus

RIOTING IN BOSTON 


The A. P. A. Parade Creates i Purors 
and a Continuous Fight, =~ 


ONE MAN KILLED AND SEVERAL HOR? 


Tae Little Rea Schoolhouse Provok- 
ed All the Trouble. 


ONE CARRIED IN THE PROCESSION 


A Man Stood at the Door and Others Sat 
atthe Winduws Reading—Parad- 
ers Costumed in Flags. 


Boston, Mass., July 4—The most extra- 
ordinary scenes were exactea in East Bns- 
ton today. They began with the exchange 
of insults between ‘he paraders and the 
thousands of sightseers who lined the side- 
walks—it ended with a murder ana the in- 
jury of two other persons. After the pa- 
raders had ggne over the route and dis- 
bunded, portions of it were on their way 
home. All the trouble was in connection 
with the afternoon parade, which had 
come to he called ‘‘the little red schvocl- 
house parade,”’ the paraders representing 
A. P. A. lodges, Patriotic Sons of Amer- 
ica, Orange lodges, Order of United Work- 
men ~nd other kindred organizations. 

This parade was bogked to start at 1:30 
o’c)lcck and the head of the cOlumn started 
from White street pretty nearly at that 
time. It presented a novel appearance. It 
was completely encircled by police, who 
not alone le& the column, but flanked both 
sides of it for a hundred yards. There 
were fully 300 policemen, under the com- 
mand of Deputy Pierce and CAptain Irish, 

There were about 1,200 men in the parade. 


It was headed by the Little Red School-— 


house, Which has been the subject of much 
taik and comment. It was a facsimile of 
the regulation New England schoolhouse 
seen in all of its states. In front were a 
number of men with sashes made of the 
stars and stripes. Standing in the open 
doorway was a tall figure clothed in mili- 
tary costume, representing Uncle Sam. 
On each side of the miniature building were 
three windows, and in each window was a 
man reading a book. The float was cover- 
ed with red, white and blue bunting. The 
schoolhouse was surmounted with stars 
and stripes. R 
The route of the procession was a con- 
tiffidus rioting, in which many persons 
were injured and one fatally clubbed. 
After the parade was over a small de- 
tachment of the paraders was attacked on 
the street and in thé melee which followed 
one man was shot in the groin and died 
shortly afterwards. a ‘ 
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dren Piunged inte a River. 

Pikhart, Ind., July 4.—A terrible accident 
occurred at Bristol, a small town six miles 
from this city, late this afternoon. During 
the progress of a boat raee on the St. Jo- 
seph river six hundred people were jammed 
on a three-span iron bridge. During the 
finish of an exciting race and whi the 
crowd was cheering tremendously the 
bridge gave way. The mass of humanity 
was precipitated into the water forty feet 
below. ‘ 

As far as known at present thirty-eight 
persons received serious injuries and it is 
feared that many of them will die. Luckily 
the water was only five feet deep or many 
would have undoubtedly been drowned. 

Owing to the excitement and the rapid 
scattering of the injured by their friends; it 
will be some time before a complete list of 
the injured can be obtaimed. Those be- 
lieved to be fatally injured are:

GRAND STAND FAIM4. 


Accident at the Driving Park me 
Bufflalo—Many Persons Hart. 


Buffalo, N. Y., July 4.—WhHile 10,000 peopl 
sat in the new grand stand at the Buffalo 
Driving park at 5:20 o’clock this afternoon, 
a section of the stand fell. The cause was a 
weak stairway, which held forty or fifty 
people at the time, Underneath the stair- 
way was a wine room which had been 
crowded with people on a moment before. 
They, were climbing back to their seats in 
the stand to witness the start of a race, 
when’ the accident -occurred. In caving in 
so suddenly the stairway took with it a 
section of the grand stand and piled about 
sixty people—men, women and children—in 
a mass, Then the immense crowd stogi up 
in their seats and rushed toward the stair- 
way and then back again. In the stampede 
women fainted and were trampled ypon, 
jumped from the siand to the ground and 
other ways contributed to the excitement. 
After the stand had been cleared the péopie 
were held back with difficulty, while those 
who had fallen werg extricated. Carriages 
were soon at hand and took to their hohfies 
about forty men and womén who were but 
slightly injured or who suffered from 
shock. Ambulances took the most séverely 
injured to the hospitals.

others. 

President Cleweland’s Letter. 
The president’s letter was as follows: 
“Gray Gables, June 28.—Hon. Frederick 

Smyth, Grand Sachem, Etc. Dear Sir: I 
regret that I cannot accept the invitation 
I have received from the Tammany so- 
clety to participate in its celebration of 
the 119th anniversary of American inde. 
pendence. The patriotism and devotion of 
those who fought for our liberties and 
established our free government ought al- 
Ways to be held in grateful remembrance, 
and neither lapse of years nor changed 
eonditions should ever detract from the 
zest and enthusiasm of their commemora- 
tion. 

“The thought must not escape ts,. how- 
ever, that while every anniversary of 
American independence reminds us of the 
stern sacrifices of the fathers of the re- 
public, and while on such occasions we find 
abundant cause for rejoicing in the splen- 
dor of their achievements, we should not 
fail to be seriously impressed by a proper 
apprehension of the duties and responsibili- 
ties we have inherited as their successors 
and legates. 

“It was thought to endure the rigors and 
hardships of a discouraging -war in order 
that a government by the people might be 
established. We cannot, witgput wicked 
recfeancy, disregard the léssons taught by 
their sufferings, nor can we, without dis- 
grace, neglect the duty of preserving and 
maintaining in - their... integrity 
strength the frée institutions born iof their 
heroism. Their work ‘was done through 
privation and in- the midst of doubt and 
gloom. Our duty can well be performed: if 
we are simply honest, intélligent ang 
patriotic. They found their danger on the 
battlefields and in the uncertain issue of 
an armed contest. Our danger is found in 
the recklessness of selfishness and in in- 
sidious appeal to popular passion and 
thoughtlessness. 

“Nothing but the same patriotic stead- 
fastness and adherence to principle which 
led to their succéss will now shield our 
government from disaster and preserve our 
national giory and prosperity. 

“I earnestly hope that the celebration 
contemplated by .your 6rganization will 
stimulate those who are within its in- 
fluence to do valiant deeds in the political 
field, and amid present perplexities to 
teach by example and declaration the 
potency of adherence to sound and con- 
sistent principles and the safety of a 
reliance upon the honor and patriotism of 
our countrymen when impending danger 
arouses thenf to activity. Yours very 
truly, GROVER CLEVELAND.” 

Senator Hill’s Regrets. 

The following letter was contributed by 
Senator Hill: 

“Wolfert’s Roost, Rensselaer Boulevard, 
Albany, N. Y., July 1L—The Hon. Fred- 
erick Smyth. Dear Sir: I regret that I shall 
be unable to participate with you in your 
celebration on the 4th instant. . 

“You have, however, my best wishes that 
the occasion may be one of the most use- 
ful of all your time-honored demunstra- 
tions. The present is, indeed, a fitting time 
for the revival of revolutionary memories 
and the renewal of patriotic pledges for the 
promotion of the best interests vf our 
ccmmon country. . 

“It is useless to disguise the fact that 
the spirit of paternalism and socialism is 
unfortunately abroad in the land, demard- 
ing, among.other things, a nfre liberal 
cor struction of the federal cwonstitution 
than our fathers were ever willing to 
sanction; insisting upon odious schemes of 
taxation foreign to the génius ot, our free 
institutions; proposing to ignore or belit- 
tle the reserved rights of the states; seek- 
ing an extension of the functions or juris- 
diction of the federal judiciary by the 
gradual and insidious absorption or exer- 
cise of powers heretofore not invoked, vio- 
lative of the spirit, if not the letter, of 
the constitution; persistently insisting vpon 
Special legislation for the private i:te-ests 
of the cliques, rather than for the general 
welfare and public purposes; cla:noring for 
@ flat or depreciated currency in the place 
of the coined money of the constitution; 
urging the assumption on the purt of the 
Btate of actual management of nearly all 
corporate interests of a semi-public char- 
acter, rather than their reasonable control 
and regulation by law, and thus desiring to 
inflict upon us the enactment and arbitrary 
enforcement of unjust, vexatious and puri- 
tanical sumptuary laws, which 1 cedicssly 
interfere with the habits and customs of 
large portions of our people. 

“In other directions there are indica- 
tions of efforts to change the nature cf our 
government by transforming it from a sim-’ 
ple republic of states to a strony, central- 
ized government, with vastly augmentéd 
powers; of efforts to maintain an immense 
Standing army and a powerful sea-going 
navy, not for purposes of defense, but in 
readiness for conquest, in furtherance of 
schemes for national aggrandizement; cf 
illegitimate uses of intimidation: of ten- 
Gencies toward plutocracy, and for the ex- 
clusion of the rule of plain people, end of 
attempts to proscribe citizens from political 
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sg threaten, the people, and which 
pa ‘@s well as good policy, tequires 
should»be stoutly and earnestly resisted. 

“In all your efforts in opposition to vi- 
cious tendencies and false sentiments, and 
the promotion of right principles of gov- 
ernment, patience, perseverance, courage 
and confidence will. eventually and 
surely win success.

HERBERT TO TAMMANY. 


Declining the Invitation to Address 


the Seciety. 

Washington, July 4.—Secretary Herbert 
addressed the following letter to Tammany 
Society, of New York, incident to the pa- 
triotie celebration of the day: 

“Gentlemen—I beg to -hank you for the 
invitation to address Tammany Svuciety at 
its coming celebration of the one hundred 
and nineteenth anniversary of American in- 
dependence, and to express at the same 
time my regret that I caffinot be present. 

“The democratic party hus been sorely 
tried during the past two years. It came 
into power at the beginning of a financial 
crisis which was the logical outcome of 
many years of republican legislation. For 
a time there was a disposition to hold us 
responsible for existing conditions, notwith- 
standing the fact that for thirty-two years 
the democracy had never heen for a single 
hcur able to legislate at Washington. 

“It is peculiarly unfortunate that when

In 
the scramble the woman wrested the stick 
from his hand. He snatched up a’ hatchet 
and started for her. Seeing her danger, 
the woman siezed a gun standing against a 
tree near by and discharged the contents 
Into Cagle’s left side, killing him instantly. 
She was arrested and committed to jail, 
but will establish a clear case‘of self-de- 
fense.

WILL HAVE A GOOD EFFECT. 


Bowen’s Sentence Will Frighten the 
Blind Tigers. 

cclumbia, 8S. C., July 4.—(Special.)—Ths 
dispensary officials are in high glee at the 
sentencing of J. H, Bowen, of Charleston, 
to the. penitentiary for four months by 
Judge Buchanan, They say that it is the 
best thing that has happened for the dis- 
pensary since the supreme court declared 
the law to be constitutional, and that it 
will enable the officers of the law to en- 
force the law as they never have been able 
to do before, The section of the law under 
which Judge Buchanan proceeded hag been 
in force for two years, but for some reason 
or. other it has never been used before, It 
has been considered to be one of the harsh- 
est features of the law, as in effect it sets 
aside the right of trial by jury. When pass- 
ed it was thought to be by the anti-dis- 
pensary people only a scarecrow that would 
never be used. 

The Dispensary Misreypresented. 

Commissioner Mixon points out the fact 
that an erroneous statement has been sent 
abroad concerning the profits made by the 
state dispensary. The statement Was to the 
effect that the dispensary so far trom mak- 
ing’ a profit, had actually not paid back 
the $0,000 advanced by the state to start 
the enterprise. The actual facts are that 
at the end of Cammissioner Mixon’s first 
guarter, ending April 30th, the total profits 
rade up to that time were $160,287.49. Of 
this $31,489.80 was in cash and the balance 
was stock on hand. The error was made by 
not taking into account the stock on hand, 
valued at $128,797.68, but merely the cash 
which was some $18,511 leas than the $50,000 
appropriated by the state when the dis- 
pensary was first opened. 

The commissioner feels assured that by 
the end of the next quarter the whole state 
appropriation will be returned, all of the 
stock on hand paid “for and the dispensary 
will have money in the treasury with which 
to discount all future purchases. If this 
proves true it Wi. speak well for the man- 
agement of so novel an undertaking, es- 
pecially when it has had such violent and 
persistent opposition. 

New Electric Power Plant. 

The latést industrial improvement to be 
undertaken ‘in Columbia is the building of 
an immense electric power plant at the 
fcot of the canal which will corivert the 
10,000 horse power furnished by the water of 
the canal into electricity which will be sup- 

lied to the various cotton mills and other 
industries tn the city at a yearly rental of 
$15 a horse power. This canal, which was 
completed at a cost of about $1,000,000, is 
owned by New England capitalists, who 
have built the largest ducking miil tn the 
south on its banks, With the building of 


' the electric plant the canal company will 


also enlarge its ducking mills so as to em- 
ploy about 1,100 hands.

Delegates Elected to the Griffin Conven- 
tion—The Private Bond Sale Condemn- 
ed—Froe Coinage Is Demanded. 


Ringgold, Ga., July 4.—(Special.)—A num- 
ber of Catoosa county's representative cit- 
izens met in Ringgold today and perfected

The delegates selected to 
attend the Griffin convention consisted of 
A. T. Hackett, J. P. Williams, W./ Trox 
Bankston, M. D. Lansford, W. E. Mann, 
C. W. Gray and John Bird. The following 
resolutions were adopted unanimgusly: 
“We, the citizen voters of Catoosa coun- 
ty, in convention assembled this, the 4th 
day of July, 1895, moved by the like 
spirit of patriotism that has made the day 
giorious for more than a century; and, 


having an abiding faith in the wisdom of | 


the people and in the majesty and justice 
of a government ‘by_the people, of the peo- 
ple and for the people,’ and, viewing with 
alarm and indignation the autocratic finan- 
cial policy of the present administration; 
and, believing as we do, that the high po- 
sition of the executive of the nation has 
been debauched by the present incumbent 
and is being used for personal ends and 
that the power of the government is be- 
ing used to fraudulently transfer the prod- 
ucts of labor to the idle rich; and, realizing 
that the single gold standard policy now 
maintained by the government is respon- 
sible for the stagnation of the industrial 
and commercial enterprises of the coun- 
try, and the universal financial poverty 
into which the masses have been plunged, 
we, therefore, deem it a duty we owe to 
ourselves and posterity to make and pro- 
mulgate this new declaration of principles, 
which shall guide us in the discharge of 
our duty as patriotic citizens of a great 
commonwealth in the political struggle of 
the people for liberty, freedom and home 
against plutocracy, corporate power, illegal 
wealth, official creed and political rapacity. 
Eloquent Resolutions. 

“We declare: 

“1. That the demonetization of silver 
by congress in 1873 was a crime against 
the people and that the repeal of the pur- 
chasing clause of the Sherman act by con- 
gress in 1890, without the restoration of 
silver to its former position in the finances 
of the United States, was a continuation 
@nd an aggravation of said crime. 

“2. That the recent sale by the treasurer 
and president of interest-bearing gold 
bonds of the government at private sale 
by which $50,000,000 in bonds sold for $16,- 
000,000 less than their market value, is 
without warrant of law or precedent, and 
is deplored and condemned by the Ameri- 
can people today and will be condemned 
by generations yet unborn. 

“3. That in the administration of gov- 
ernment a rigid system of economy should 
pervade every branch of its service and a 
‘pay-as-you-go policy should prevail and 
no government of civilized and enlightened 
people has a moral right to pursue a pol- 
icy by which future generations are sold 
into financial slavery to foreign syndi- 
cates, 

‘4. That silver should be immediately 
remonetized and made a legal tender for 
all debts, both public and private, and 
should be coined at the ratio of sixteen 
of silver to one of gold. And to this end 
that we may the better labor for the res- 
toration of these principles as underlying 
the structure cf free government, we do 
hereby pledge ourselves and by theSe pres- 
ents league ourselves together to support 
the advocates of these principles, which 
we firmly believe necessary for the perpet- 
uation of a free government and conducive 
to the prosperity of this country.”

ouglasville, Ga., July 4.—(s wid - 
Onel John T. West, of esl nctg mer a 
today to an audience that filled the college 
hall. He took up several of the planks 
in the populist platform. He quoted Judge 
‘Wood's speech at Yale on the government 
Ownership of railroads. On the silver 
Question he said that al] the silver men 
must get together as the gold republicans 
and the gold standard democrats evidently 
intended to unite, regardless of party lines. 
It is principle above party, he declared. 
From his talk it was apparent that the 
Ppopulists are willing to come back in the 
democratic party if a free silver plat- 
form is adopted. He urged that a dele- 
gation be sent to Griffin. 

In passing, it may be stated that the 
sentiment here is very strong for silver. 
No steps have been taken so far, however, 
to send delegates to the bimetallic con- 
vention, to be held on July 18th. 

Colonel West favored the employment 
Of penitentiary convicts on the public 
roads, declaring that it would pay the 
State better than to lease them to mine 
Owners and saw mill men. He also advo- 
cated free books for school children. He 
Said that the state furnishes the teachers 
free and it ought to adopt a uniform sys- 
tem of books and give them to the chil- 
dren. Colonel West’s speech was fre- 
quently applauded.

Macon, Ga., July 4.—(Special.)—There is 
some interest to know who will succeed the 
late R. W. Patterson as register of the land 
Office at Enid, O. T. It is thought by many 
chat Captain Stetson Sanford, of Milledge- 
ville, has the inside track, though there are 
said to be several applicants. Captain San- 


ford is a son of Judge Sanford, who was, 


for years ordinary of Baldwin county. Cap- 
tain Sanford has been for the past eight- 
een months chief clerk in the land office. 
The position of register pays %,000 per an- 
num, 

In this connection it may be stated that 
Editor Isenberg, of The Enid Wave, the 
ceuse of the double tragedy at Enid in 
which Mr, Patterson and Marshal Williams 
lost their lives, is said to be overcome with 
remorse en account of the killing of the 
two men and expresses deep regret at their 
deaths. In a letter the other day to 4 
friend in Wichita, Kas., he said: 

“I shall never cease to regret the sudden 
taking away of the two men who have been 
associated with me in newspaper life in 
Enid so closely. If it were possible to re- 
store the lives of Mr. Patterson and Mr. 
Williams, I wculd gladly give all I have on 
earth and start life anew. I have wished 
several times since the deplorable affair 
happened that one of the leaden messengers 
aimed at me had taken mortal effect.” 

Will They Be Enjoinedt 

Last Tuesday night, on the recommenda- 
tion of the mayor and the police ecmmis- 
sion, and after consideration and a favo-- 
able report by the finance and police com- 
mittees of the city council, the council unan- 
im.ously decided to establish a police alarm 
patrol system in Macon. The system that 
is proposed for Macun will cost about $o,v0v, 
to be paid for in monthly installments of 
2". It will take about four months to 
build the system and the first payment will 
not fall due until the system is completed 
ana accepted by the city, which will be 
about next December, and very little money 
would have to be appropriated by the pres- 
ent mayor and council—perhaps not more 
thin the first month’s payment, $200. 

It is rumored today that the mayor and 
council may be enjoined from establishing 
the patrol. The basis for the injunction 1s 
that this council has no legal right to cre- 
ate a debt for a future council to pay. The 
term of office of the present mayor and 
council will expire next December and un- 
der the arrangement proposed to be made 
for the payment of the patrol as stated 
above, the expense will not fall upon the 
present council. The system in contempla- 
tion will consist of fifteen stations or poxes, 
and fifteen miles of wire. Each additional 
box will cost $100.

A Conductor on the Southern Shoots 
a Negro Named Mitchell. 
Gainesville, Ga., July 4,.—(Special.)—Con- 
ductor Bowen, of the Southern, shot and 
Seriously wounded Spence Mitchell, one of 
the most desperate negroes in this place, 
this afternoon, at the Southern’s station. 
While his train was passing Mitchell 
hparded it and interfered with a colored 
trainman. Words ensued and Mitchell 
began to throw rocks at the negro. Bowen 
appeared and tried to stop the trouble and 
protect his trainman. Mitchell and the 
crowd that had collected commenced to 
throw rocks at him, too. He and his 
train hand returned the rocks, but the 
others were too much for them. The 
conductor started for his caboose to get 
his pistol, and in passing the depot one 
was handed him. The negro still pelted 
him with rocks, when he began to fire, and 
three of the shots took effect in Mitchell. 
Bowen was arrested and is now in jail to

Mitchell’s wife killed a negro woman 
about him a few years ago and he has 
been in innumerable difficulties. The sen- 
timent of the people is all on the side of 
Bowen. The negro was on a Fourth of 
July drunk.

PRESIDENT HARPER DEAD. 


A Great Figure in the Insurance 
World—Bis-nham His Succehsor. 
New York, July 4--Edward Bascomb 

Harper, president of the Mutual Reserve 

Fund Life Insurance Company, died Tues- 

day afternoon at his apartments in the 


N. Y., and had engaged his sleeping berth 
for next Saturday. He drove out last Sat- 
urday in Central park. His fatal illness 
did not protrate him. He died in his chair. 
About him were his wife, his  brather, 
George W. Harper, his sister-in-law and 
rederick A. Burnham and Mrs. Burn- 
ham. 

Mr. Harper was born in Kent county, 
Delaware, September 14, 1842, and was a 
lineal descendant of Sir William Harper, 
who was lord mayor of London in 1561. His 
father was Charles Harper, one of the 
leading merchants of Dover, and his moth- 
er was Martha Hardcastle, of Caroline 
county, Maryland, a daughter of William 
Hardcastle, who was a wealthy plantation 
owner. Mr. Harper started in the life insur- 
ance business after the close of the war. 
In this field his success was immediate. 
In 1869 he was made western manager of 
the Commonwealth Life Insurance Com- 
pany of New York. John Pierrepont was 
president of the company, and awarded 
Mr. Harper high praise for the manner in 
which he built up the western business. 
In 1871 it Was found that Mr. Harper had 
placed upon the books of the company more 
than two-thirds of its entire business. In 
1875 he severed his relations with the com- 
pany to accept the place of New York 
manager of the John Hancock Life Insur- 
ance Company of Boston. But the posi- 
tion in which Mr. Harper principally dis- 
tinguished himself was the one in which 
he died, that of president of the Mutual 
Reserve Fund Life Association. He en- 
tered upon the work in 1881, seven years af- 
ter the inception of the company. In poli- 
tics Mr. Harper was a republican, and was 
@ member of the Republican National 
League. Last fall he was mentioned as a 
possible republican candidate for govérnor 
of New York state. Mr. Harper was a 
constant attendant of Calvary Baptist 
church, and was a warm friend of the pas- 
tor, the Rev. Dr. MacArthur. He was also~ 
a member of the Lotos Club, the § St. 
George Club, of London, and was president 
of the Delaware Society. He belonged like- 
wise to the Republican Club and the Ark- 
wright Club, of New York. 

Frederick A. Burnham was unanimously 
elected president of the association at a 
meeting two hours after Mr. Harper's 
death. He has been acting as president 
since last December.

Elegant Hostelry To Go Up Near the 
Exposition, Just Of Peachtree. 


IT WAS SECURED BY ALEX SMITH 


The Energetic Chief of the Public Comfort 
Department Issues an Appeal To 
Patriotic Atlantians. 


“Peachtree Inn’’ is to be the pretty name 

of a handsome one-hundred-and-forty-room 
hotel which is to go up immediately on 
Wilson avenue, between Peachtree street 
and the exposition gate. 
' The building of this hotel was determined 
upon yesterday through the active efforts 
of Mr. Alex W. Smith, ghief of the public 
comfort department. The builder is to be 
Mr. Salem Graham, of Palatka, Fla., a 
gentleman of fine business capacity and 
wide experience. 

Mr. Graham came to Atlanta a day or 
S0 ago, with a view to helping out in the 
hotel emergéncy, provided he could get 
the right sort of inducements. He fell 
into the hands of Mr. Smith and the latter 
gentleman convinced him that there could 
be no better investment than putting mon- 
ey in exposition hotels in Atlanta just at 
this period. More than this Mr. Smith 
carried him to various sites suitable for 
hotel building. Finally Mr. Graham se- 
lected an admirable location on Fourteenth 
street (Wilson avenue), just off Peachtree 
street, and on this he will build an elegant 
one-hundred-and-forty-room hotel. 

The hotel will be called the ‘Peachtree 
Inn,’’ and will be a gem. It will be built 
in ornamental style, with a handsome front, 
and will be very imposing to the eye. It 
will be suited for the best class of pat- 
ronage and it will be very convenient to 
the grounds. Mr. Graham has already 
had plans drawn and will begin work with- 
out the loss of a day. He will have 140 
sleeping rooms in his hotel and will have 
attached to it a first-class cafe, where the 
best of meals will be served. The cafe 
will have a capacity mire than equal that 
of the hotel and many outsiders can be ac- 
commodated in it with table board. 

Mr. Smith is out trying to flush more 
hotel builders. He is exceedingly anxious 
to have accommodations for the visitors, 
and he has already achieved admirable re- 
sults. He is by no means satisfied, how- 
ever, as there is yet a great demand for 
hotels. The hotels already built and 
promised will not accommodate one-fourth 
of the visitors to the exposition, and it is 
Mr. Smith’s purpose to have complete and 
satisfaetory accommodations for all before 
he is through with his work. He realizes 
that he has a gigantic task before him, 
but he is full of .energy and enthusiasm 
and there is every reason to believe that 
his work will be crowned with the same 
excellent résults as it has been rewarded 
with in the past. 

@he big hotel on the corner of Houston 
and North Pryor streets is moving sky- 
ward fast. The foundation was finished 
yesterday and today the workmen will com- 
mence raising the upright posts. It -will 
be only a few weeks before the hotel is 
completed. The building material is in 
position for the addition to the Black home 
on Wilson avenue, to which an addition 
of fifty rooms is to be made. Work is 
being pushed on the annex to the Aragon. 
Work will be begun on the Markham house 
a@nnex next week. 

Mr. Smith's Address. 

Realizing the great importeage of of- 
ganized effort in the direction of securing 
hotel facilities Mr. Smith has issued an 
address to the people of Atlanta, urging 
them to come to the relief of the exposi- 
tion and the city of Atlanta in the matter 
of furnishing accommodations for the visit- 
ors who will be here. He has foreseen that 
the hotels that will be built will not be 
sufficient in number to accommodate the 
visitors and that private accommodations 
will, in a very large measure, have to be 
relied upon. 

Mr. Smith will have charge of the public 
comfort department until the close of the 
exposition and* in a short time will open 
an office. In that office he will keep lists 
of private acommodations, and will assign 
exposition visitors to the boarding places 
as they arrive in the city. For the purpose 
of commencing this system Mr. Smith has 
appealed to the patriotic citizens of Atlanta 
to come to the aid of the exposition and list 
@s many rooms as they can devote to the 
accommodation of exposition visitors. 

A number of wealthy and promirent citi- 
zens have already signified their willingness 
to accommodate a number of visitors dur- 
ing the exposition. This they do on the 
gcore of patriotism, believing that it is the 
duty of every citizen of the city to do what 
he can to take care of the visitors to the 
big show and see to it that no one goes 
away complaining that he was not prop- 
erly cared for. Several exposition directors 
have signified their willingness to accom- 
mcdate five or six guests during the show. 
This patriotic plan was followed-in Phila- 
delphia during the centennial, and in this 
Way the vast crowd in attendance upon 
the great show was cared for. Some of 
the best homes in Philadelphia were thrown 
open. This will probably be done in At- 
lanta, 

The address issued by Mr. Emith yester- 
day, on the Fourth of July, the day cal- 
culated to arouse the patriotism of every 
citizen of the city, is as follows: 

“July 4, 1895..—To the Public: The Cot- 
ton States and International exposition is 
pitched on a scale which would tax the 
capacity of a city five times the size of 
Atlanta. Relatively, much greater ef- 
fort on the part of Atlanta will be requir- 
ed to care for her visitors than that which

NEEO MORE TEACHERS AND PREACHERS 


The Dawa of Civilization Is Fast Breaking 
Upon the Dark Continent—Churthes 
Are Being Bstablished. 


Bishop Henry M. Turner, of the colored 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, bas re- 
turred to his home in this city, after an 
absence of several months spent in Africa, 

He went to Africa in the interest of his 
church and visited all of the mission sta- 
tions that have been established by his 
race. He made quite an extended trip into 
Likiria and theroughly inspected the prog- 
ress that civilization and religiom ave 
made in the dark continent. He was im- 
pressed with the fact that more teachers 
and preachers are needed and will at once 
start 2 movement to secure the assistance 
necessary. 

Bishop Turner is the leader of his race In 
the south and ranks high among the nhe- 
groes of the entire civilized world. His rep- 
utition as a minister is national and every- 
where he has ever gone he has beer. well 
received and many courtesies shown him. 

He brings back with him an interesting 
story of his trip. 

“I left Atlanta,” said he, ‘‘on the ltth of 
February; stopped over a few days in Wash- 
ington city and had an interview with Pres- 
ident Cleveland and the secretaries of state 
and the interior, in connection with the 
republic of Liberia. I delivered several lec- 
tures in Harrisburg, Carlisle and Philadel- 
phia, and in New York city. 

“IT remained in England and France near- 
ly three weeks, while I was having a mon- 
ument constructed to carry with me to L.i- 
beria to commemorite the final resting 
place of Rev. T. R. Geda, who accompanied 
me to Africa some years ago, and assisted 
in organizing the Sierra Leone and Liberia 
conferences of the African Methodist Epis- 
ccral church. The work being completed I 
again took shipping ut Liverpool and pro- 
ceeded to Sierra Leone, halting at a few 
points, chiefly the Canary islands, I reach- 
ed Free Town, the capital of Sierra Leone 
colony, about the middle of April. 

“While in Free Town I presided over the 
Sicrral..one couference, readjusted much ot 
cur missionary work in that colony, ordain- 
ed a few preachers, preached several times 
and delivered several lectures on “Temper- 
ance,’ ‘The Future of Africa,’ “The Possi- 
bilities of the Black Man,’ and ‘The Errors 
of the So-called Bible Chronology,’ which 
limits the creation of man to 4,000 years be- 
fore the birth of Christ. I had as my audi- 
ence the culture of the city, especially on 
two occasions, consisting of white and 
black, Free Town is a city of about 35,000 
population with ninety-odd whites, chiefly 
Iiurepeans, who are there as ministers, pro- 
fessors, a few merchants, military officers 
and a few governmental officials. Many Af- 
ricans ate highly educated and fill positions 
of every grade with the exception of com- 
missionced ‘officers in the standing army 
which the British government keeps there. 
Most of the ablest lawyers and the most 
skillful doctors are said to be native Afri- 
cans, several of whom were educated in 
England and graduated with high honors 
from some of her celébrated colleges. 

“] next visited Liberia, about three hun- 
dred miles southward, and disembarked at 
Monrovia, the capital of the republic. But 
the conference met at Arthington, about 
thirty miles interiorward. 


“Liberia, aS you are awire, fs a republic: 


modeled after the United States, and wai 
founded by colored peopie from tRe United 
States, but the territory of Liberia was pro- 
cured in November, 1821, by Commodore 
Stockton, of the United States navy. The 
first colony, however, to be selected, was 
established up the Sherbro bay in 1816, un- 
der the auspices of Henry Clay, while prest- 
dent of the American Colonization Society, 
Which remained under the supervision ot 
the colorization society until about 1848, 
when they declared their independence and 
assivned the status of a nation and have 
been so regarded by the civilized nations of 
the world from that time until the present. 
More Preachers Needed, 

“Our conference business was transacted 
intelligently, and moved along smoothly. 
I ordained nine ministers in the two con- 
ferences. Our missions there are on the 
increase, and if I had money to render a 
little more assistance and more preachers 
to supply the demand, congregations on 
the African coast would spring up as by 
magic. The African, both civilized and 
heathen, wants the church. They be- 
lieve that in addition to ‘the spiritual good 
of which it is productive, that the church 
is a great civilizer. 

‘“T saw several emigrants who went over 
to Liberia on the steamship Horsa, which 
left Savannah’ in March. I reached 
Liberia some eleven or twelve days after 
the ship had started on her return ‘to the 
Lnited States. Beveral of the emigrants 
expressed inemseives as highly pleased. 
The most of them were well when 1 left 
Liberia about the middle of May. Some 
had contracted a little fever; two very 
old people had died, one ef whom the: 
thought would hardly reach Libe 
when he left Savannah, One man 
and his wife, however, started back 
to this coyntry while I was in Liberia. I 
am told the chief reason for their return 
was they @id not see enough white peo- 
ple there.”’ 

“Do you still believe that it is to the 
interest of the negro in this country to 
return to Africa?’’ was asked. 

“Not en masse. Millions of them are not 
prepared. They need somebody to tell 
them what to do, and how to Go it. But 
there are a couple of millions in this coun- 
try who are self-reliant, able to plan, 
devise and projeg@, and who wish every 
privilege enjoyed by the whites who 
cught to go and help to build up that in- 
fant republic and demonstrate to the world 
thei they are able to grapple with respon- 
sibility in every form known to civiliza- 
tion. You know that the world will never 
respect the negro as long as he plays the 
scullion and acts the mendicant. Nothing 
less than black scholars, statesmen, phil- 
osophers, scientists, poets, «professions. of 
every kind, bankers, generals and every- 
thing known to the sphere of advanced 
civilization is going to command the re- 
spect of mankind; and we can never at- 
tain it as long as we are 80 greatly over- 
shadowed by you white people. 

No Barbarism in the Futvre. 

‘Are you not fearful that if the colored 
people were to return to Africa they would 
also return to barbarism?’ 

“No sir, a thousand times ho. The 
wheels of progress do not run backward. 
™ do not believe there is an instance upon 
record where a negro or an African has 
ever returned to heathenism. Take the 
Liberians, who have deen going from this 
country from time to time ever since 1816, 
and have been mingling with the heathen 
daily—they havein no instance returned to 
heathen:sm. But to the .contrary,. they 
have brought thousands of heathens to 
c'vliization and many of their most intel- 
ligent business men are the children and 
grandchildren of heathen parents who once 
roamed around in a state of nudity.

Africa is 
becoming rapidly civilized along the coast 
by coming in contact with so many ships, 
and in the language of Captain Jones, I 
believe the ships alone would civilize 
Africa in process of time if no missionaries 
aver went there. HWvery t.me i go to 
Africa I can see improvement. New 
houses are going up, some of which would 
be a credit to Atlanta; telephone res now 
threat the city of Free Town and t presi- 
dent of Liberia purposes to thread that 
country at the earliest possible time with 
either telegraph or telephone wires. It is 
only a question of a few years to use the 
language of the colored people in slave 
times when Africa ‘will arise and shine."’

after in each, are many, and a glance at 
them gives an idea of the diversified ac- 
tivities of the woman of the present day. 
The fame of a number of them is still 
projected too prominently in the fore- 
ground of ourrent events to be accurately 
judged, but others are set in a more dis- 
tant atmosphere, in which they assume 
the proportions which all the ‘rest will 
finally attain. 

‘The survey is a most interesting one. 

“It. was in 1867 that women telegraph 
operators were first seen in the offices of 
the New York Central railroad. Mr. A. L. 
Dick was at that time. super.ntendent of 
the road, and to him is due the credit of 
the idea of employing women in that ca- 
pacity. Their appearance was the signal 
for great excitement, but this finally sub- 
sided, and today the thousands of women 
telegraph operators throughout the coun- 


try attest the success of the plan. 


“In the pear 1857 a woman marked an era 
in the records: of acquired citizenship by 
taking out naturalization papersg<he first 
woman who ever did so. Nebraska was 
then a territory, and it was at Omaha 
that th*s took place. Journalism was not 
then in the condition it is today, and but 
brief mention of it was made in the 
newspapers. It is .also believed that this 
woman, Mrs. Elizabeth Cryer, was the 
first woman to pre-empt government land 
in her own right, as shown by the records 
at Omaha and the land office records. 

“Early in this century a peculiar case in 
Kentucky attracted wide-spread attention. 
A negress named Lucy had fired some 
buildings belonging to Samuel Beeler, of 
Lexington, Ky. The trial of the case led 
to the impaneling of the first woman juror 
in the history of the United States: This 
woman juror sa? in judgment on the pris- 
oner, brought in a verdict of guilty and 
she was sentenced to death. This occurred 
in the year 1804. 

“To an eastern woman belongs the honor 
of being the first of her sex to make litera- 
ture a profession. Hannah Adams, of Mid- 
field, ‘Mass., was a young woman of twen- 
ty-one when America became a nation in 
1776, and it was largely the patrtotic stimu- 
lum of those memorable and stirring days 
which caused her to take up the pen. She 
won fame as a writer, and died in Brook- 
line, Mass., in 1832. 

“The first woman who ever took the de- 
gree of doctor of laws was Maria Mitchell, 
the famous woman astronomer. Amelia 
Barr and Frances EB. Willard are two 
noted women who also acquired the right 
to write ‘LL.D.’ after their names. e 

“The higher’education of. women finds its 
source far back in history. It was in the 
twelfth century that Professor Calderini, 
of the city of Bolona, occupied the chair 
of jurisprudence in the university of that 
city for a number of years, and thus ore- 
shadowed the woman professors of our 
own colleges today. Donna Manuella Pa- 
lida was the first woman lawyer in Spain; 
the first woman graduate of a college of. 
pharmacy was Miss Grace Babb, of Phil- 
adelphia; the first woman to register as a 
Qualified voter in the state of Ohio was 
Mrs. Samuel Crawbaugh, of Cleveland. 
and the pen with which she signed her 
name is now in the Western Rescrve ‘His- 
torical Society; the first woman to have 
the title of ensign bestowed upon her was 
Mrs. Eliza B. Cutter, who carried the col- 
ors of her husband’s regiment in the at- 
tack on Fort Donelson; the first woman to 
become a regularly ordained minister in 
the United States was Antoinette Brown 
Blackwell.”

Wilmington, Del., July 3.—A most unique 
organizatfon, and one probably without 
parallel in this country—the Bow-legged 
Men’s Club—was formed in this, city to- 
night. It starts out with twenty mem- 
bers, each wijh a pair of legs that fall lit- 
tle short of describing a complete circle. 

The organization is the outgrowth of an 
accidental meeting of half a dozen men 
whose legs are much bowed at the bakery 
of Frederick Hoch one week ago tonight. 
The comicality of their curved legs im- 
pressed them so forcibly that the forma- 
tion of a club cgmposed exclusively of men 
of their kind was suggested by Mr. Hoch, 
and the suggestion was at once carri 
out. A temporary organization was at on 
effected and notices were sent to all bow- 
legge(l men they knew of to join them to- 
night. 

The result of tonight’s gathering was 
the Wilmington Bow-legged Men’s Club. 
Officers were chosen and a committee ap- 
pointed to arrange for ane athletic contest 
at the Union street grounds some day next 
month, in which none but men with bow 
legs shall participate. i ° 

Frederick Hoch, the chief promoter of 
the organization, is a native of Wurttem- 
burg, Germany, where he was born in 1853. 
Fremature attempts at walking while he 
was a lusty infant resulted in his growing 
to manhood upon a pair of legs in which 
the ‘tine of beauty’”’ is unduly conspicuous. 
When he was sixteen years old he partici- 
pated -in an athletic contest, in which only 
bow-slegged men were contestants, with the 
chasing of a greased pig as the leading 
event. It was the recollection of this in- 
teresting occasion that suggested to him 
the organization of the club in this city. 
He came to this country in 2872, and worked 
in Philadclphia fr five years, after which 
he moved to Wilmington. 

At.the sports-.to be held next month a 
race for a greased pig will be one of the 
leading events. There will also be foot 
races, wheelbarruw races, bicycle races and. 
various other athletic contests. A sugges- 
tion to have a trial at capturing a pig in 
a blind alley v.as ruled out on the ground 
that any man who could perform such a 
feat would not be fairly eligible to mem- 
bership. It is proposed to make the club a 
permanent organization and to have an ati- 
kktic exhibition annually. Applications for 
membership are already coming in’ and it 
is expected that in a short while every 
man in Wilmington who finds it necessary 
to have his trousers cyt out with a circular 
saw will be a member.

THE DEATH ROLL 


Athens, Ga., July 4.—(Special.)—Miss 
Susan A. Mitchell died this morning at 10 
o’clock after a long illness at her home 
on ‘Mancock avenue in this city. Miss 
(Mitchell .was a daughter. of the late Wil- 
liam L. Mitchell, who for many years was 
professor of law in the University of Geor- 
gia and one of the most eminent members 
of the Athens bar. She was a cousin of 
Judge Albert L.. Mitchell, of this city. 

Miss Mitchell, while totally blind and 
very feeble in health, was wonderfully 
gifted mentally. She possessed a bright 
mind and during her last years was en- 
gaged in writing a history of Georgia. 

She was a poet of no mean ability and 
her poems have been read with delight by 
thousands of people. They have in them 
the unmistakable evidence of genius and 
have been pronounced excellent by many 
literary critics. | 

The most remarkable fact about Miss 
Mitchell’s poems was the way in which 
she wrote them. Frome her own lips fell 
the story, which reads like a fairy tale. 
She said once to a number of friends that 
being biind she could not behold the beau- 
ties and hence was deprived of many of 
the best sources of poetry, but that nature 
made up for the loss of sight in this re- 
gard.

Th:s cold sensation 
would immediately be followed by some- 
thing like an electric shock and before her 
eyes, in which the sense of sight was 
dead, there appeared letters as if of fire.

In this. manner 
she received her inspiration and her poetic 
muse, coming in such a remarkable way, 
was ever faithful.

INTRODUCED BY MR. RICHARDSON 


There Was a Fine Musical Programme in 
Advance of the Speaking, W hich 
Entertained the Crowd.

It had been announced that in addition 
to the Hon. Josiah Patterson’s address on 
the “Gold Standard” there would be a fine 
musical programme, and that no admission 
would be charged. This announcement 
proved the loadstone which drew to the 
Grand a crowd that comfortably filled the 
lower portion of the building, Besides, it 
was the Fourth of July night. 

The entertainment opened with an over- 
ture by the English bell ringers, who were 
folowed by Mme. Bailey, ,who electrified 
the audience, As soon as she finished the 
encore she was compelled to give, Mr. Lu- 
cius P, Hills approached the footlighis and 
read a poem he had composed for the oc 
casion. This was an eloquent poetic tribute 
to the singer’s genius. 

The Cunningham quartet then gave gever- 
al pleasing selections. 

it was nearly 9 o'clock before the orator of 
the evening, Hon, Josiah Patterson, appear- 
ed on the stage. 

The audience which greeted the ‘Ten- 
nessee apostie of the single gold standard 
was a good sized one.” There were many 
present whe were noticed:in the audience 
Oo. the night before. These could be identi- 
fled as the advocates of free coinage and 
who were drawn by curiosity to hear the 
exponent of the other side of the question. 
Very little of the applause which followed 
the orator’s sententious utterances proceed- 
ed from the bimetallic section, but at times 
when the speaker strayed from his text and 
spoke eloquently about matters other than 
the currency question the silver men did 
not hesitate.to join in the applause. 

In introducing the orator Mr. Henry Rich- 
ardson, who had been thosen to perform 
this duty, bestowed upon him a graceful 
eulogium. He said the currency question 
was the one uppermost in the public mind; 
that it was engaging more thought and at- 
tention than any other problem of the day. 

Mr. Patterson said that he had come to 
Atlanta to speak in opposition to the free, 
independent and unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver, and he marshaled the reasons which 
impelled him to oppose it. He opposed it be- 
cause it would result in a bimetallic stand- 
ard; because he thought it would drive all 
the gold coin from circulation; because it 
would unsettle values and interfere with 
the _commercial values of the two 
meals. He said that silver was 
no more entitled to our sympathy 
than pewter, nor was gold to our censure 
any more than pig iron. He said that the 
currency question was economic and not 
political and he deprecated the action of 
those who had brought it into politics. It 
is a scientif}e problem.

THE COUNTRY DARKY WAS FLEECED

It was a typical Fourth of July at police 
headquarters. 

The usual independence day scenes pre- 
vailed and all during the afternoon and un- 
til midnight last night the officers and pa- 
trol wagons were kept busy erresting and 
bringing in the hilarious patriots.

That privilege is usually accorded 
the public on the Fourth and, as usual, 
it was taken advantage of yesterday by 
many. Some violationg of the order caused 
a few arrests, however, a number of small 
boys being taken in for touching off fire- 
Crackers or skyrockets in public places. 

On the whole the best of order was main- 
tained in the city and the police depart- 
ment is deserving of praise for its good 
work and efficiency. 

The Captains Busy. 

Captain Henry Jennings’s watch, ‘of 
course, had the greatest part of the cele- 
bration to look after, the darkies not get- 
ting fully into the spirit of the occasion 
until late in the afternoon and last night, 
but the captain and his men patrolled the 
Streets and maintained the most excellent 
order despite the large crowd. His watch 
went on duty at 4 o'clock and from that 
hour until 12 o’clock last night the offi- 
cers had their hands full. 

Captain Manly and his foree kept the 
celebrators in line while they were on the 
way to glory yesterday morning and in the 
early afternoon and, when he turned the 
city over to Captain Jennings, things were 
in excellent shape. 

Captain® Joiner rounded the celebrators 
up early this morning and he assisted 
many of them indoors who had fallen on 
the wayside, unable to reach their homes 
after the day’s outing. 

Station Housekeepers Brazleton, Turner 
and Bonnell had as much as they could 
do entering charges and tagging bottles 
of whisky and other effects of the numer- 


ous arrests. 


SOME OF THE CASUALTIES. 


A Negro Stepped on Another’s Foot 
and Then Cut Him. 

Early Bailey and Adolphus Badger were 
among the colored contingent who started 
out yesterday morning to celebrate the 
day in glorious style and they carried out 
that intention until late in the afternoon, 
when they got into a fight. During the 
fight Bailey got a large area on his back 


cut to pieces by Badger. 

He was in a precarious condition when 
removed to the Grady hospital, and at a 
late hour last night was considered only 
slightly improved. 

The cutting occurred at 186 Houston 
street, and was the result of a keg of beer 
and a couple of bad tempers. 

Fred Wallace, who resides at thaf num- 
ber on Houston street, thought it would be 
a capital idea to celebrate the Fourth by 
having a keg of ice cold beer on tap for 
the benefit of his friends and for his own 
comfort. The beverage was obtained and 
placed where it could ‘be tapped with the 
most ease and convenience by the afore- 
said friends. Among the latter were Adol- 
phus Badger and Early Bailey, and it 
seems that they arrived early in the day 
and began their joyful pastime. 

Stepped on His Foot. 

About 4 o'clock in the afternoon both 
men had got far into the spirit of the occa- 
tion and in some manrer Badger managed 
to tread on Bailey's foot. The lattermprides 
himself on his feet and it took him but 
a remarkably short time to vigorously re- 
sent any familiarity with them. He inform- 
ed Badger that no negro could step on his 
feet even if it was the Fourth of Juty, 
and it was not long after that until the 
two men were engaged in a fierce fight. 
The other inmates of the place endeavored 
to quell the disturbance but to no avail, 


/ the men continuing the battle until Badger 
tedirew from his pocket a long, 
''qeoking knife and plunged it into the back

of his antagonist several times. The ne- 
gro weakened under the loss of blood and’ 
soon fell from the grasp of the victor in 
a helpless mass. He was frightfully slash- 
ed in several places and the fact that he 
lived was considered miraculous by the on- 
lookers. 
Carried to the Hospital. 

Dr. Shaw, of the hospital corps, arrived 
on the scene shortly after the cutting, 
and with the assistance of Driver Parker, 
of the ambulance, and Mounted Officers 
Hamilton, Sewell and Berry, placed the 
negro in the ambulance and took him to 
the hospital where he was given the best 
medical attention obtainable at the insti- 
tution. His wounds were dreseed by Dr. 
Shaw, who is one of the best physicians 
in the city, and all possible for the negro’s 
comfort was done. 

Badger, the negro who did the cutting, 
escaped before the police arrived on the 
scene, and at a late hour last night hed 
not been captured. He is well known by 
the police, however, and will likely be ar- 
rested today. 

CUT IN THE BACK, 

A Youth Who Was Serambling for 
Coins Severely Stabbed. 
Tommie Robinson was among the sev- 
eral hundred smail darkies vho fought, 
bled and scrambled for the coppers and 
other articles so generously distributed 
among them near the old artesian well 
site yesterday morning. He was in the 
midst of the crush and succeeded in get- 
ting a slash in the back with a knife. The 
wound was a painful but not serious one. 
It is not known who cut him, the crowd 
being so great and in such a tangled mass 
that it was impossible for the boy to recog- 
nize his antagonist. Eight or ten of the 
boys in the scramble were arrested before 
the rain of coin ceased, the police taking 

them off one Dy one. 
Took Second Honor, 

Gracy Barbour and Pearl Jones took 
second honor as fighters on Decatur street 
yesterday. They got into a cat And dog fight 
near Colling street, which created a sen- 
gation second to one only, an account of 
which appears elsewhere, in the way of a 
Fourth of July disturbance. The women fc-ll 
out about some trivial matter, probably 
because both had imbibed too freely, and 
until the arrival of Officers Beavers, Bone 
and Powell, fought fiercely within a radius 
of several dozen feet from where the fight 
began.

There was a baseball game dur- 
‘ne the afternoon, but as there was some 
misunderstanding as to the score it is 
impossible now to #&ay whether Tight 
Squeeze or Possum Trot won out. A 
search for the umpire falled to discover 
him. 

But, after all, the keystone of the cele- 
bration among the negroes was water- 
melon—ripe, red, inviting and juicy the 
Georgia watermelon ‘played star along with 
the principles the Fourth of July stands 
for. 

How an Old-Timer Viewed It. 

His long lnen duster dangling in 
wrinkles about his heels, his weather- 
worn felt hat held carefully in the same 
hand that grasped very firmly a muchly 
used umbrella of uncertain color and a red 
bandanna fluttering in the other hand, an 
old negro standing at the corner of Du- 
rand’s restaurant made a  »picturesque 
sight. 

He stood in the same attitude several 
minutes watching a patrol wagon as it 
rattled by, containing several negro oc- 
cupants, and as it turned into Decatur 
street he passed the red handkerchief over 
a shining bald head and said, half-aloud:

He looked to be an oldtime negro, re- 
spectful and good-natured, and I spoke to 
him. 

“Celebrating, uncle?’’ 

“Who? Me, honey? Bless yo’ soul, chil’, 
I ain’t got de time fer celebratin’. Dey’re 
celebratin’.”” 

“Who are celebrating?” was asked. 

*“Hit’s jes’ like I gay. Dey’re celebratin’. 
I ain’t got one blessid thing ter do wid

nigger all over fer ter be celebratin’ dor 
liberties wid gittin’ back in jail. My ol’ 
‘oman’s laid up wid de rhumatiz and 
couldn’t come on dis trip, but w’en I gits 
back an’ tells w’at all I seed, I kay she 
won’t wanter leave dat little gray mule 
and dem dominicker chickens an’ dat cot- 
ton patch no time.

That Murphy Avenue Crossing. 

The street committee will have quite a 
task before it too. At the last meeting of 
the general council the grant to the Wood- 
ward Lumber Company to put in a side- 
track in the seventh ward, near Murphy 
avenue, was assailed by Colonel Howell, 
representing several residents of the sev- 
enth, and an attempt was made to induce 
the council to repeal the grant. This the 
council declned to do, but later referred 
to the street committee a petition from 
the residents Colonel Howell represented. 
That petition set forth the fact that the 
sidetrack and the establishment of a lum- 
ber mill at the points indicated were a 
nuisance and should not be allowed. This 
is the paper the street committee will have 
to figure on, and if the matter is opened 
there will be long talks and many of them 
made by those who favor the grant al- 
ready made by the general council as weil 
as by those who are opposed to it. A rather 
knotty question will arise here in the event 
the petition already granted should be 
rescinded. After the grant was made by 
the council, Mr. Woodward started work 
and has expended some money on it.. Now 
if he should be refused the right already 
granted he will ask the city to reimburse 
him for the money he has paid out, As- 
sistant City Attorney Westmoreland has 
said that the city would not be liable for 
the money Mr. Woodward had expended 
under the grant, but Mr. Carter, Mr. Wood- 
ward’s attorney, said the city would, and 
that the courts might have the case to 
try, when the correctness of Mr. Westmore- 
land’s views would be established. 

Exemption from ‘Taxation. 

An interesting feature that will come be- 
fore the board of aldermen, several mem- 
bers of the finance committee being pres- 
ent to take part in it, will be the consid- 
eration of an exemption from taxation of 
a manufactory for a period of five years. 

Some years ago it was the custom in At- 
lanta to exempt from taxation all large 
factories, some of these having been built 
after a contract of that kind had been 
made with the city through the general 
council. But a few years ago, some eight 
years, it was discovered that such action 
by the general council was not in ac- 
cord with the laws of the state and the 
council declined to make any new grant 
and refused to extend any of the old ones 
when the time for which. they had heen 
given expired. Some weeks ago a grant 
of this kind was made to a factory in the 
city of Atlanta and at the last meeting of 
the council the Woodward Lumber Company 
asked for an exemption from taxation for 
a term of ten years, The tax committee 
suggested that the company be exempt 
from taxation on its machinery and the 
buildings in which the machinery was 
planted for a term of five years. No little 
discussion followed, and while many desired 
to grant the petition, there were many who 
were of the opinion that it would be a 
bad thing to start. The board of aldermen 
and the finance committee will consider the 
matter, the finance committee being inter- 
ested because the grant would materially 
affect the annual income of the city. 

They Are Reducing the Force. 

There has been a cut in the force at the 
stockade and on the streets and several 
men are consequently out of jobs. 

Mr. Alex Goodson, who has been con- 
nected with the stockade for a number of 
years as superintendent of the street gang, 
has been given his leave of absence, while 
a half dozen sub-bosses and watchmen have 
quit drawing pay from the city. The cut 
down was due to the fact that the appro- 
priation to street work is not large enough 
to warrant the retention of the men. 

Are Now Busy Grading. 

The contractors are hard at work ‘on 
Butler street in front of the Grady hospital, 
and in two or three blocks on either side 

ospital. 
oe ead on the street is being mate- 
rially changed, and when the new paving 
goes down many of the houses which were 
once on a level with the street will be 
found perched high in the air. The ’paving 
along in front of the hospital will be of 
asphalt, so that the sound of passing 
wagons and other vehicles will be deadenea 
to the inmates of the hospital. 

Will Begin Work Soon. 

The general council has passed an ordi- 
nance directing the paving of Auburn ave- 
nue between Peachtree and Pryor streets, 
and the paving contractors will be at work 
before the week is out.

The most remarkable spectacle in politics 
in these times was the hissing of Mr. 
Cleveland in the Kentucky democratic con- 
vention on Tuesday. When the temporary 
chairman alluded to the president there was 
a burst of loyal applause that was proper, 
though possibly somewhat perfunctory. 
Many good democrats who do not 
agree with Mr. Cleveland personally will 
cheer him as the democratic president. 
There is a wholesome pride of party among 
democrats that smothers many hatreds. 

Later in the proceedings of the Kentucky 
convention Colonel Charles J. Bronston re- 
sponded to a call, and made a speech for 
harmony. “His mention of Cleveland's 
name,” the dispatches say, “provoked a 
storm of applause that was over a minute 
in spending itself.’’ This delighted Colonel 
Bronston, of course. It would please any 
man in his situation. Indeed, it would be 
difficult for the average speaker, though an 
experienced man, to think that the applause 
was not for himself. The colonel having 
found the key to glory, recklessly jammed 
it into the lock again, with the disastrous 
result recorded by the reporter as follows: 

‘“‘A second attempt to eulogize Cleveland 
brought a tempest of ‘nays’ and hisses from 
the crowd, which lasted longer than the 
applause which had preceded it, and Colonel 
Bronston was unable to resume his speech 
for fully two minutes. He shook his head 
and fists violently at his critics, but could 
not calm their wrath. Every time he would 
raise his hands deprecatingly and apolo- 
getically they howled and hissed the louder. 
The exhibition was one of the most remark- 
able in the history of conventions. Nothing 
Bronston cowld do would quiet the indignant 
crowd, and though he stood his ground 
bravely they would not allow him to speak, 
and in a spirit of retaliation he folded his 
arms, marched to the very front of the 
stage with dramatic stride, and made a 
living picture of ‘Ajax Defying the Light- 
ning.’ In this position he stood for quite 
five minutes, while the delegates howled 
and hooted him.” 

It appears that the convention bravely 
and loyally took two strong doses of Cleve- 
land medicine, but when they found that 
there was an attempt to diet them on Cleve- 
land provender they rebelled. They had 
done all that could be reasonably expected 
of them for party propriety and harmony, 
but they refused to be a mere incident to 
Clevelandism. Still something was wrong. 
Enthusiasm is a characteristic of political 
conventions, and had Mr. Cleveland and 
his party in Kentucky been in thorough ac- 
cord there would have been gallant and 
kindly response to every mention of the 
president’s name. Mr. Cleveland has been 
formally indorsed by many a democratic 
convention that has in principle voted 
against him, for the sake of appeasing fac- 
tions. The Ohio democratic convention of 
last year was a notable example. 


The Southern Cotton Mills. 
From The New York Evening Post. 

Greensboro, N. C., June 24.—There seems 
to be no end to cotton mill building in 
North and South Carclina. A mill is to be 
built at once at Island Ford, N. C., on the 
Catawba river, three miles from Catawba 
station and twelve miles from Statesville, 
N. C., by a company composed in part of 
Yount & Shrum, of Newton, N.C. Dr. 
J. H. Yount and Horace Yount, of 
Iredell county, N. C. It will start up with 
about 5,000 spindles and will be operated 
by water power. 

S. Weill and associates, of Wilmington, 
N. C., contemplate erecting a cotton mill 
at some point in this state, probably at 
Greensboro, to cost $150,000. It is proposed 
to raise the capital stock by subscriptions 
to be paid in weekly installments. 

Companies are reported to be forming at 
Chattanooga, Tenn., and Pensacola, Fla., 
for the erection of a cotton mill at each 
of those places. N. K. Smith, J. B. Dur- 
rett, and associates, contemplate the erec- 
tion of a cotton mill at Belton, Tex. 

Four thousand or 5,000 spindles will be 
added to the plant of the Goldsboro, N. C., 
cotton mills, and also about 100 more looms 
will be added to the equipment of the Cow- 
pen, S. C., Manufacturing Company’s cot- 
ton mills this summer. 

The Princeton cotton mills, at Athens, 
Ga., have changed hands, James White 
becoming the purchaser. 

The King Manufacturing Company’s cot- 
ton mills, at Augusta, Ga., will be en- 
larged. 

The Victor and the Alpha cotton mills, 
at Charlotte, N. C., have each declared a 
semi-annual dividend of 4 per ‘cent for the 
past six months of 18965. 

The new weave mill buildings at Liver- 
pool, near Davidson college, N. C., are 
nearly completed, and some of the ma- 
chinery has already arrived. 

Charlotte, N. C., has now ten mills in 
operation, as follows: Highland Park Man- 
ufacturing Company, ginghams; Atherton, 
two-ply yarns; Alpha, two-ply yarns and 
warps; Ada, warps; Victor, variety yarns; 
Charlotte mills, sheetings; Crowley, tow- 
els, some of them very fine grades; Gold 
Crown, hosiery; Robbins factory, sash cord; 
Oil and Fertilizer Company, batting. Be- 
sides these two other large mills are “in 
sight;”’ to be erected this year, and the 
Leslie plant for manufacturing cord cloth- 
ing and belting and other mill material 
which is being removed from Montreal, 
Pee se to Charlotte, will soon be in opera- 

on. 

The Langley Cotton Mills Company, at 
Langley, S. C., will build an addition for

Why Is It That Atlante and Chicago Haye 


No Solid Line Connecting Them? 
ALWAYS CHANGE CARS AT THE RIVER 


The Question Is Agitating Chicago 
and Atlanta in Common. 


THE RAILROADS SHOULD GET TOGETHER 


Mr. Baldwin Leaves for an Inspection of 
the New Roads Bought by the Soeuth- 
ern—Other News of the Rail. 


Why is it that there is no through car 
gervice between Atlanta and Chicago? 

This. question: is being agitated just at 
present with extraordinary enthusiasm and 
concern, 

It is a question that appeals to the Chi- 
cago and the Atlanta public with uncom- 
mon significance and likewise interests 
the general public along the lines between 
the south and the northwest. 

The claim is loudly set up by the busi- 
ness world of Chicago that the blame lies 
with the railroads south of the Ohio river. 

But the railroad men of the south who 


' are responsible for the management of the 


reads at tris end of the line declare with 
equal emphasis that the trouble ies with 
the roads that lead out of Chicago to the 
river. Mr. Charles Harman, general pas- 
ge: ger agent for the Western and Atlantic, 
which is a part of the short line from 
Atlanta to Chicago, plainly states that his 
syctem has repeatedly endeavored to gain 
through car privileges to Chicago and that 
the lines nerth of the Ohio river obstructed 
every attempted inroad. He says they had 
througn traffic arrangements with one of 
the northern systems during the world’s 
fair and after the fair was over, tinding 
it to be profitable, endeavored to continue 
the arrangement, but failed to make the 
arrangemcnts because ot the competition of 
the roads north of the Ohio river. 

This makes a plain case of it and it does 
seem something ought to be done by the 
various lines interested to establish the 


thfough car service. 

In Chicago the matter does not seem to 
be clearly understood, and in a recent issue 
of The Chicago Times-Herald the fiercest 
srt of an attack is made upon the South- 
ern Railway and Steamship Association. 
Among other things the following appears 


in the Chicago paper: 

“Except to the southeast, across the Ohio 
river, Chicago has the best through pas- 
senger itrain service in every direction of 
any city on the -face of the globe. One can 
step on cars in Chicago ana scend from 
them in more places than from, New York, 
Boston and Philadelpnia combined. One 
need never change his seat when he leaves 
Chicago until he arrives at San Ditgo, San 
Francisco, Portland, on the northwest or 
northeast; Boston, New York, New Or- 
leans, or any of the tens of thousands of 
ii termediate cities and villages. in’ any 
other direction than the southeast there 
is hardly a hamlet in the United States 
which is not in direct daily thnrougn car 
communication with Chicago. 

“Why this discrimination? ; 

‘To the outsider there Is no oxgeapetier. 

plain. 

t is due solely and entirely to the work- 
ing of that unholy and illegal combination, 
he Southern Railway and Steamsnip As- 

is @ pool. ol 
éighteen years’ standing, a trust which 
dictates the course of traffic in the entire 
territory between the Ohio river on the 
north, the Mississippi on the west and the 
ocean and guif on the east and south. 

“It ig the one Millgtone about the neck 
of progress in the south, the sightless 
leech which has attached itself to ail 
trade rejations between the northwest and 
southwest and which stolidly absorbs all 
the blood in those relations, careless alike 
whether the flow could be increased or 
whether it should be wholly stopped. It 
is.a combination which no traffic official 
in the country can defend. It is a blood- 
bound compact ‘which high officials of 
southern roads have themselves declared 
results in unjust and discrim.nating rates. 
It is a relic of barbarism, a feudal cabal 
against the rights of the pwhblic as out of 
piace in thig century a@ the inquisition. 

“The agreement bind.ng the southern 
roads in this unholy cempact is supposed 
t> be one of the most sacred and secret 
in the archives of the members. The 
Times-Herald is in position to quote it 
ltevaily and ad nauseam, but contents 
itself with the kernel of the whole, the 
one section whitch has resulted in southern 
railroad officials tak:ng a stand against 
Chicago and the northwest which at a low 
calculation deprives them of earnings on 
$15,000,000 of tonnage a year which now goes 
to the south from the east, when, with 
intelligence instead of birotry to lead 
them, ‘*t could and ought to g0- from 
Chicago and the northwest. Here is ‘the 
section:

“Officials of lines between Chicago and 
the Oh.o are as impatient witn and al- 
most as openly critical of the short-sighted 
poucy of the southern lines as is the 
traveling public. Said Vice President Mc- 
Doel, of the Monon yesterday: 

“ “Phere is no good bus.ness reason why 
through passenger (ra.n service should not 
be established between Ch.cagg lines and 
those south of the Ohio river. It is@ con- 
dition which does mot obiain in any other 
agrection. The pubi.c fas come to expect 
the very best service and is naturally d.s- 
appointed with the comparatively crude 
methods in vogue when one has to’ cross 
the Ohio. During the world’s fair we had 
a through car service to many points in 
the south and it worked very sat.sfactorily. 
I was {n favor of continuing. it then and I 
am in favor of re-establ.shing it now, but 
cannot get the consent-of the southern con- 
nections. It has: been a matter of discus- 
sion repeatedly, but always with the same 
result—the southern. lines refuse. The oniy 
otgection urged is that all lines could not 
be treated al:ke; that is, all lines betw een 
Chicago and the Ohio could not have 
through car or train service with all lines 
south of the Ohio. We do not want that 
ourselves. If the southern roads would 
consent to through service the lines north 
of the Ohio could divide it satisfactorily 
to themselves and to the public. If we had 
put on through service and been able to 
agree on a lower ‘bas.s of rates to southern 
resorts I believe we could now have 50 per 
cent of the tourist travel which now goes 
to the Pacific coast. ‘We ought to have a 
round-trip rate of at least $37.50 to Florida 
points. Gt is kept stiffly at and no 
through service. One can get into a tourist 
car in Chicago and pay for his berth and 
ticket to any point in Cal*fornia for a less 
amount. There is as much competit.on 
between Florida and California travel as 
there is between their oranges. The Cali- 
fornians and the California roads have 
distanced us in their popular methods as 
far as travel ‘s concerned. 

‘ That Change at the Ohio. 


““Take the case of.an invalid, for in- 
@tance, who is ordered to go to Florida or 
California. The one fact of a compulsory 
change of cars at the Ohio is enough to 
make him go to California. 
enough business at all seasons to warrant 
through car or train service between the 
north and south. Ip my opinton there is 
nothing which will tend to increase travel 
as much as the through service we now 
lack. Time and again a profitable trade 
has been Duilt’ up .between sections where 
there was little travel by the establish- 
ment of good train service and rates. which 
attract instead of repel. I by no means 
despair of an ‘mprovement which will 
give as good service to Florida and other 
southern resorts as there is in every other 
direction. The lines between Chicago and 
the Ohio are in no sense responsible for 

sent inadequate serv'ce, and will 
join heartily with the lines sout® of the 
Obpio: in Se myangpiier. | it. Yor will find the

It is carried 
out in practice to the utmost extent in 
the festering of local industries and in 
every possible way to improve the terri- 
tory through whith the roads run. This 
is the univergal rule, save and except in 
the southeast. Not only in passenger rates 
and tra'n service, but especially in freight 
rates. do the southern roads discriminate 
against their own people by compelling 
them to buy where they do not wish, and 
@bsolutely shutting Chicago and the north- 
West out of the southern field in all kinds 
of manufactured goods.” 

What Seuthern Railroaders Say. 

The railroad men in Atlanta concerned in 
all this agitation have but little to say 
further than declare that the reason there 
is no through service of passenger cars be- 
tween Atlanta and Chicago is that the 
traffic betweei these two centers of widely 
differing sections is not sufficient to war- 
rant them. | 

Commissioner Finley, of the Southern 
States Passenger Association, which until 
recently was a part of the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association, was asked 
yesterday about the attacks that have been 
made on the organized roads south of the 
VOhio river. 

“The handling of through cars between 
any two points is never a matter for the 
Southern States Passenger Association to 
handle,’ he replied, ‘‘and the association 
has none of the responsioility of such agi- 
tation to bear. It is a matter purely be- 
tween the roads that form the line to dis- 
cuss and edjust according to their wisdom, 
their judgment and their plans, There are 
several lines that form popular routes wuc- 
tween Atlanta and Chicago. There is the 
Evansville route, by way of Evansville, 
thence over the Louisville and Nasfville, 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
and the Western and Atianti® to Atlanta. 
Then there are three routes out of Chica- 
go to the south by way of Cincinnati, the 
Big Four, the Monon and the Pennsyl- 
vania. These same three also make conneéc- 
tion for the south by way of Louisville. 

“It is true that there is not a tnrough 
car service by any one of these four routes. 
1 haven't a doubt, however, but that such 
a@ service would be started by the roads 
interested if the presidents and managers 
ot the roads at the Chicago end of the line 
will but show to the presidents and mana- 
gers of the roads this side of the river 
that it will be profitable to run the cars 
through. 

“It is not a matter, however, with 
which the association here has anything 
under the sun to do, As an association the 
roads cannot act on the question. It is 
purely a matter for the roaas individuaily 
to settle. 

‘“I am told that there was a through ser- 
vice during the world’s fair, but that it was 
never found advantageous -to engage in 
the practice as a rule. I know it.is a -mis- 
take throughout to fancy for one momeut 
that the Southern States Passenger Asso- 
ciation has anything whatever to do with 
such matters. It rests solely with the trafiic 
managers, the general managers and the 
presidents of the roads that form the con- 
nections between the various points.” 

There Would Be Strife. 

It is said further by the local railroad 
people interested in the movement jor a 
through passenger car service in this cit'y 
that there has always been this difficulty 
in the way of such an arrangement—that 
if they took cars from ‘one route out of 
Chicago at the river all the rest coming 
down togthe river would say the road had 
shown favoritism and therefore a general 
war would be engendered. 

What a Railroad Man Says. 

One of the lines most deepYy concerned 
in the agitation with headquarters here in 
Atlanta is the Western and Atlantic ‘an4a 
when séen and asked about the question 
yesterday General Passenger Agent Charles 
Ii. Harman said: 

“Commissioner » Finley has stated tthe 
question with great accuracy. Neither the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Asso- 
Giation nor the Southern States Passenger 
Association has anything in the world to 
do with the establishment. of through car 
service between the Chicago and the south- 
east or between any other two pojnts: 

“Through car lines are established by 
agreement between the managing officers 
of lines at interest. 

“Our management has been anxious for a 
long time for the establishment of a 
through car line from Chicago via Nash- 
vilie, Chattanooga and Atlanta to Jackson- 
ville, but the trouble rests entirely with the 
lines at the Qhio river. There are three 
lines between Chicago and Cincinnati and 
Louisville. No one would suppose for a 
moment that it would pay the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad or the Queen and 
Crescent to carry on the same train three 
from Chicago -via Cincin- 
nti or Louisville to Atlanta or an'y other 
point in the southeast. If a through car 
line were established with the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad, for instance, as-.the connect- 
ing line from Cincinnati or Louisville to 
Chicago, the Monon and Big Four would 
be sadly handicapped. If the lines north of 
the river will agree among themselves over 
which road between Cincinnati or Louis- 
ville and Chicago that through car service 
shall be establisned, I have, not a doubt 
that they would quickly find that the south- 
ern roads would be glad to join in the 
through car movement, 

“The lines south of the Ohio riyer now 
have a through car service between princi- 
pal points in the southeast and the Ohio 
river and it would be no extra expense to 
them but would be a most advantageous 
arrangement to have the through car lines 
extended to Chicago. The Chicago papers 
should place the blame in This matter 
where it belongs, and they will find the 
trouble nearer home than with the lines 
south of the river. 

“During the world’s fair we established 
a through. car iine from Atlanta to Chicago 
by way of Evansville. We found it very 
profitable and were anxious to continue it, 
but the competition between the four lines 
between Ohio river points and Chicago 
forced us to discontinue it.” 


PASSENGER TRAFFIC I8 GOOD. 

The Railroads of the South 
Never Had Such a Rush. 

The soliciting and traveling passenger 
agents of the great trunk lines that center 
in Atlanta declare that the traffic this year 
in the passenger departments of the various 
roads is showftng up ahead of the records 
of any recent year, 

There Has been a great rush to the sum- 
mer lands of pleasure and health, and the 
cheap rates offered under the clasé of tick- 
ets known as the summer tourists’ lates 
have been enjoyed far more than at this 
period last year. 

All of the through trains that pass 
the union passenger «station are crowded 
with tourists going south and north, and it 
has been surprising lately to see such a 
great traffic to New York and other east-

ern cities from Atlanta and points south’ 


of here. 
The travel toward the seashore has been 


good all the summer, ever since the season 
opened at Tybee, St. Simon’s and Cumber- 
land. There is yet a fairly good traffic to 
these points by the roads leading out of 
Atlanta. 

The mountain resorts are now beginning 
to catch the attention of the tourists, and 
Asheville, Flat Rock, Tate Springs, High- 
lands; Land of the Sky, and a number of 
other beautiful resorts of the Blue Ridge 
are the points marked as the destination of 
many tickets bought at the various ticket 
offices of the several lines in this city. 

Passenger traffic everywhere in the south 
seems to be good, and was at its height 
yesterday with the great rush of the 4th of 
July travel, which was heavy by reasou 
of the fact that the tickets went at half 
price to all points.

Some Legal Points Made Clear About 
the Ownership of the Trainshed. 


Mr. W. H. Baldwin, third vice president 
of the Southern railway, who has been in 
the city several days planning the pretmi- 
nary steps for the construction of Atlan- 
ta’s proposed new union passenger station 
on Mitch®i street, left yesterday morning 
accompanied by Assistant Superintendent 
J. 8 B. Thompson to inspect the roads of 
the Southern south of Macon, . 

They went on a special train consisting 
ef their two private cars and will probably 
go over the Georgia Southern and Florida 
and the Atlanta and Florida, both of which 
roads have lately passed into the hands 
of the Southern, . 

The officials of the Southern railway have 
submitted the plans of the new station to 
the officials of the other roads entering At~ 
lanta for their approval and until it is 
learned whether or not the other roads 
indorse the plans nothing will be done in 
the direction ©f starting the work on the 
hew structure, 

A copy of the plans has also been sub- 
mitted to the city council of Atlanta. with 
a petition from the Southern railway that 
the city abandon its scheme to put a bridge 
over Alabama street crossing, and instead 
of this undertaking, which has been fa- 
vorably considered by the city council al- 
ready, built.a viaduct over the Mitchell 
street crossing’ in order that a desirabie 
approach may be had to the new union 
passenger station. | | 

Mr. Samuel Spencer, president of the 
Southern, who was here iooking into the 
preliminary work on the station, has re- 
turned to New York. He said before leav- 
ing that he hoped to have an answer from 
the officiais of the other roads entering At- 
lanta in the near future concerning his 
proposition to build the station. He will 
probably have a conference with them at 
Asheville on the l6th instant about the 
‘matter, all of the raVroad presidents of 
the southern states gathering there on that 
day to attend the postponed annual meet- 
ing of the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship Association, ; 

There is a great deal of speculation im 
Atlanta as to whether the passenger sta- 
tion will be entirely abandoned or not, 
in case thé new piace is established at the 
Mitchell street crossing. 

There are those who are of the belief 
that the old station cannot be abandoned 
even if the roads tarat built it wish to 
leave it, or tear it down. 
doubtless, arose from the belief so current 
for a long time that the land on which 
the station was built belongs to the state 
omy so long as it is used for railroad pur- 
poses. This ig a mistake. There was 
such a deed given when the land first went 
to the state, but since that time there was 
such a deal of litigation over the property 
the outcome of which was the compromise 
with the heirs of the Samuel Mitchell es- 
tate by which the property on which the 
building stands passed into the hands of 
the state in fee simple. 

In the report of a legislative committee 
in recent years appointed to determine this 
one question the foliowing language ap- 
pears: 

“The state owns the entire ground on 
which the depot is situated. From best in- 
formation we can obtain, the building 
Was constructed by the railroads centering 
there at date of construction. the roads 
paying in the following -proportions, to» 
wit: 

“The Western and Atlantic 
three-tenths. 

‘The Georgia railroad, three-tentha, 

“The Atlanta and -West Point railroad, 
two-tenths. 

“The Magon and Western railroad, twe

History of the Old Station, | 
Hon. W. A. Wimbish, special attarney to 
attend to the interests of the state in the 
properties of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, in his latest report concerning 
the old union passenger station at Atlanta, 
traces its history as follows: 


“The construction of the present build- 
ing was begun in July, 1870, under a con- 
tract with I. P. Stidham & Co., of Phila- 
delphia,’ Pa. The contract price was $135,- 
000, including foundations, one-half to be 
paid on the completion of the building and 
the remaining half to be paid on July 1, 
1871, with interest from October 10, 1870, at 
the rate of 6 per cent. The parties to this 
contract, as named in the caption were, 
were I. P. Stidham & Co., of Philadelphia, 
Pa., of the first part. and Foster Blodgett, 
superintendent of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad; A. J. White, president of the 
Macon and Western railroad; E. W. Cole, 
general superintendent of the Georgia rail- 
road, and 1. P. Grant, superintendent of 
the Atlanta and West Point railroad, par- 
ties of the second part. When the con- 
tract came to be executed, it was not signed 
in behalf of the Georgia railroad or the 
Macon and Western railroad, nor has it 
ever since been signed in behalf of either 
of such roads. Mr. White, the president of 
the Macon and Western, refused to sign 
or to come into the contract. It seems 
that Mr. John P. King was present, repre- 
senting the Georgia railroad, and while he 
declined for some réason to join in the 
execution of the contract, he did assent 
thereto, and participate therein, thereaf- 
ter paying in behalf of the Georgia rail- 


road its pro rata of the cost of construc- | 


tion. 

“The original of this contract 
supposed to have been lost, aaa ee ont 
was known to be in existence. The find- 
ings of the betterment commission (page 
52) refers to the fact that no contract for 
the erection of this depot was submitted 
in evidence. More than a year since, “Mr. 
Little communicated with the presidents 
of the several railroad companies, asking 
for information relating to this contract 
and receiving no reply, - presumed that 
neither of them had suc information 
(page li, Little’s report). At a conference 
recently held with the receiver of the Cen- 
tral railroad and his counsel, they exhibited 
to me the original contract. This paper 
bears every evidence of being genuine, and 
I am quite sure is the original.” 

Can Tear It Down. 

Mr. Wimbish, in his report tg the govern- 
or, go¢s further, and expresses it as. his 
ofinion that the state can do anything it 
cares. to with the old passenger station 
in Atlanta, in spite of the fact that three 
Tailroads other than the state’s road —he 
Western and Atlantic—paid their share in 
the original cost of construction. : 

This is what the report of Mr. Wimbish 
Says: 

“I have been directed by your excellenc 
to investigate and: report concerning the 
occupation of the union depot by the va- 
rious railroads using it, and their respec- 
tive interests in the building.’ This involves 
a consideration of the character of interest, 
if any, which the several railroad coyn- 
panies have in thé building by virtue of 
having contributed to its erection. 

I find no evidence of any agreement be- 
tween the parties touching the.matter. The 
proportion .paid by each for construction 
might indicate their respective rights with 
reference to the enjoyment of the use, but 
hardly reflects any further light on the 
subject. The nature of this tise, whether 
an easement or a license, is a question of 
law, to be determined by reference to the 
circumstances of the transaction. An ease- 
ment, unless acquired by prescription, lies 
only in a grant, always implies an interest 
in the reality (servient estate) and is irre- 
vocable. A license may be created by pa- 
rol, carries with it no interest in the realty 
and is ordinarily revocable. 
upon which the depot stands was wun- 
questionably the property of the state. It 
is not to be presumed, in the absence of 
clear legislative expression, that the sate, 
by permitting this use of its property, in- 
ter.ded to part with any right or tile in 
the land itself. No deed conveying eny 
right to either of those companies was ever 
made, nor does there exist any other «rit- 
ing upon which an equitable claim could be 
ecb, Nn easement could have been ac- 
quired by ription, since our supreme 
court has several cases held that pre- 
scription does not run inst the state 
affecting the property of the Western a 
Atlantic railroad. For these reasons it is 
clear to my mind that no easement ca‘sts 
in favor of these railroad c any

GEORGIA AND TENNESSEE ROAD. 


What the Incorporators Mean by Tak- 
ing Out a Charter Under This Title. 
Ever since The Constitution printed the 

news of the taking of a charter for what 
is to be known as the Georgia and Ten- 
nessee Railroad Company there has been 
considerable speculation among the local 
railroad men as to what the movement 
meant. 

It seems that the road as projected and 
planned in the chartef is to be a direct 
line from Atlanta to the Tennessee line, 
touching Tennessee’s borders at some point 
in Catoosa county. 

Nothing as ‘to the definite plans further 
than this can be gained just at present. 
It is known that Mr. J. H. Gilbert, a well- 
knucwn attorney of this city, is the prime 
rover in the undertaking. He claims to be 
rcpresenting some financiers in New York 
in the step that has been taken. 

Amoug the names on the application for 
a charter are those of some of the most 
prominent Atlantians, among them being 
that of ex-Gov2rnor R, B. Bullock. 

The capital stock is fixed at $2,000,000, but 
it is known that most of this is taken by 
New York parties, and it is said that they 
are backed up by a number of capitalists 
in England.

EDITOR SMALL ASSAULTED 


By the Sor of Editor Murray of The 
Landmark. 


From The Norfolk Pilot. , 
Yesterday morning: at about 10:20 o’clock, 


started up the southern walk toward that ' 
edifice, he was met by Mr. Foster Murray, 
the eighteen-year-old son of Editor K. C., 
Murray, of The Landmark, who was ac- 
companied by his*uncle, Mr. Hugh Murray.

tended. Mr. Small dropped his cane, closed 
with Mr. Murray, threw him and held. him 
down, at the same time endeavoring to 
prevent him from using his feet and 
hands, though he received a slight blow in 
the neck before this was accomplished. 
. The uncle of Mr. Small’s assailant picked 
up Mr. Small’s cane and threw it to some 
distance and ordered the crowd, which 
quickly gathered, to stand back «and not 
interfere. Deputy Sergeants -White, Vail 
and Mercer were attracted by the crowd 
and came upon the scene; where ey at 
once interfered, notwithstanding Mr. Hugh 
Murfay’s protests, and arrested both par- 
ties. The latter named gentleman insisted 
on his nephew’s. release, and went so far 
as to strike Mr. White, some say one blow, 
he says two, whereupon he was placed un- 
der arrest and the three were taken to the 
police station. Here a charge of ‘“‘figlit- 
ing’’ was slated against Messrs. Small and 
Foster Murray and “interfering with an 
officer’ against Mr. Hugh Murray. 

Mr. Small was released in a few moments 
on an order from Judge Prentis to appear 
in his court in his capacity of defendant in 
the Massey-Pilot libel suit, and the Messrs. 
Murray were taken before Judge Bur- 
roughs. . The officer having failed to pre- 
fer charges against them, however, they 
were released. The matter vill be looked 
into by Justice Burroughs this morning. 

In falling Mr. Small struck against 
something, bruising himself under the eye 
sifgfitly. The blows of Mr. Murray did no 
damage, and Mr. Small failing to retaliate 
the young man was uninjured in the scuf- 
fle. The affair was much talked of and 
commented upon on the streets yesterday, 
and created quite a ripple of excitement 
among the spectators and those who 
daily throng the courthouse to hear the 
trial of thé now famous suit.

Interesting Programme for the Meeting 
of the Agricultural Society. 


PRESIDENT WADDELL WON'T RUN 


Several Famous Speakers Will Deliver 
Addresses totbe Farmers-—Good 
Railroad Rates. , 


This year’s session of the State: Agricul- 
tugal Association will be«notable in several 
respects. 


A programme of warpass! ng interest has 


been prepared. Four ¥%or five speakers of 
national fame will address the gather-ng.

“Savannah, Ga., June 24.—Colonel J. O. 

Dear 
Sir: Further referring to your favor of the 
4th instant, having received authority from 
the Southern States’ Passenger Associa- 
tion, we will take pleasure in giving free 
transportation over our l.nes in Georgia to 
members of the Georgia State Agricu:tural 
Society to attend the approaching meeting 
at Cumberland island. 

“I would be glad to have a list of the 
names, with the points from and to which 
transportation is required, at your earliest 
convenience. Yours truly 

“H M. COMER, Receiver.”’ 

Mr. Joseph M. Brown, traffic manager of 
the Western and Atlantic roalroad, «writes: 

“Dear Sir—I have had correspondence 
with our president, Colonel J. W. Thomas, 
regarding transportation to its annual 
meeting for members of the Georgia State 
Agricultural Society and am authorized by 
him to say that the Western and At- 
lantic and ‘Rome railroads will rurnish free 
passage to the State Agricultural Society 
to the extent of three members per county. 
Their families or others acvompanying 
them fo pay the reguiar excursion rates 
of the Southern Passenger Assdéciation, 
which will no doubt be 4 cents per mile 
for the round trip. Please furnish me the 
names of the members that 1 may have 
the proper transportation issued. .- Very 
truly yours.
